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GENERAL RULES. 


SOCIETY’S DISTRICT. 

1. The District of the Society shall be confined to 
the County Palatine of Lancaster, divided into three 
divisions as shown on the Map in the Journal. 

CONSTITUTION. 

2. The Society consists of a Patron, Trustees 
(maximum number —five ; minimum—three), five 
Presidents, an Acting President for the Year, Vice- 
Presidents, Life Members, Council, Members, Treasurer, 
and Secretary. The offices of Patron, Trustees, and 
Presidents, are permanent. 


FUNDS. 

3. The funds of the Society shall be invested in 
the names of the Trustees, in securities selected by 
the Council. In the event of the death or j estimation 
of any of the Trustees, the vacancy shall be filled up 
by the Council. 


MEMBERSHIP 

4. Every Subscriber of One Pound per annum or 
upwards, and every tenant farmer, principally depen¬ 
dent on farminp, whose rent is not more than £100 per 
annum, subscribing Ten Shillings annually, is, when 
proposed and elected at a meeting of the'Council or 1 
Members, made a Member of the Society.

LOCAL SOCIETY MAY AMALGAMATE. 

6. The Members of a Local Agricultural Society may 
at the discretion of the Council, amalgamate with this 
Society in any year, and have the same privileges as 
Members of this Society for the year, so far as being 
eligible to compete for any Prizes on the same terms 
and conditions, aud as regards Tickets of Admission 
to the Show. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

/.. Subscriptions are clue from Member? on their 
election, and afterwards on the* 2nd I obruaiv, in each 
year, and Members are liable to payment' unless a 
written notice of their intention to resign has been sent 
to the Secretary prior to that date in any year. 


THE COUNCIL. 

8. The Council shall consist of 3(i elected Members 
—12 from each Division. The Patron, five Presidents, 
the President for the year, and Vice-Presidents, if 
owners, residents, or occupiers within the County, are 
ex-officio members. Twelve Members retire in rotation 
each year, but are eligible for re-election. The Council 
has power to arrange and conduct all the proceedings 
of the Society, to make bye-laws for its guidance, and 
to hear and decide upon disputes or protests (properly 
made) against the award of anv prize, their decision 
thereon being final and binding ; and to determine all 
matters not provided for in these rules. 

ELECTION OF PRESIDENT, COUNCIL, &c. 

9. The election of the President for the year, Council, 
and all other officers except the Secretary, shall be by a 
majority of votes at the Annual General Meeting of 
Members, to be held at Preston, not later than 
November 30th. Nominations of Members to supply 
the vacancies annually occurring, must be made accord- 

j ing to the form printed in the Society’s journal, and 
1 sent to the Secretary before the 25th September, or 
I any other date fixed by the Council or Annual Meeting. 

’ Each Nomination Form must be signed bv a Member, 
but no person shall be entitled to propose more than 
one candidate, and only for the Division in which he 
himself resides. No candidate shall be eligible for 
election as a Member of Council, unless he has been a 
Member of the Society for at least two years. A list 
of the Nominations, with the proposers, must be 
printed on the notice convening the Annual Meeting. 
Should there be an insufficient number of nominations, 
the election shall rest entirely with the Annual Meeting! 
Candidates for any of the offices must retire from the 
room during the election. Vacancies occurring in the 
Council during the year, or amongst the officers, may 
be filled by the Council. Any Member of Council who, 
during his term of office, shall become bankrupt, or 
incapacitated to act, or express in writing his wish to 
resign, or shall absent himself from three consecutive 
meetings of the Council without furnishing a satisfac¬ 
tory explanation of his absence, shall be considered to 
have vacated his membership of the Council. 

APPOINTMENT OF SECRETARY, 

10. The Secretary shall be appointed by the Council 
whenever a vacancy shall arise. The office of Secretary 
shall be determinable by three months’ notice given in 
writing by the Chairman of the Council, on behalf of 
the Council, at any time. The Secretary shall give 
three months’ notice in writing to the Chairman of 
the Council, to terminate at the Annual Meeting in any 
year. The Secretary shall give such security, receive 
such salary, and fulfil such duties as the Council shall 
from time to time arrange. 

BUSINESS OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 

11. At the Annual Meeting the Council shall present 
a report of the last year’s proceedings; if prizes have 
been offered by the Society during the vear for best 
cultivated farms, the awaids shall be declared by the 
judges: the. meeting shall then fix the date on which 
the next Show shall take place; fix the approximate 
sum to be offered in prizes; revise the Rules and Prize 
List, or depute the revision and settlement of the Prize 
List to a Committee ; and transact any other business. 

MEMBERS IN ARREARS, &c. 

12. Members whose subscriptions are unpaid shall 
not be entitled to make nominations, in accordance 
with Rule 9, or In vote at General Meetings, and no 
Member shall be entitled to vote at the same Meeting 
at which he is elected, or at any adjournment thereof. 
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GENERAL RULES— Continued. 


COUNCIL AND COMMITTEE MEETINGS. ! 

13. The Council shall meet in the months of : 
February, April, July, August, November, and Decern- j 
ber, and at such other times as the Chairman and j 
Secretary shall consider necessary. Two of the ' 
Meetings shall take place at Preston. It shall annually j 
appoint its own Chairman and Vice-Chairman at its i 
first meeting after the Annual Meeting of Members, ! 
and shall at the same meeting appoint Sub-Committees | 
from its own body, for the more efficient conduct of the 
details of the Society’s business. These Committees j 
shall arrange their several meetings so as to be held on I 
regular and stated days, and shall appoint their own 
Chapman, and a record of the proceedings shall be kept 
by the Secretary and regularly presented to the Council 
for confirmation. Seven shall form a quorum at a 
Council Meeting, three at a Committee Meeting, and 
twenty at a General Meeting of Members. In case of 
equality of votes on any occasion at a Council, Com¬ 
mittee, or General Meeting, the Chairman presiding 
shall have a casting vote. Not less than seven days’ 
notice shall be given of all Council and General Meetings. 
Before any Member of the Council shall move a 
resolution, having for its object the rescinding or 
varying of any previous decision of the Council, it shall j 
be necessary for him to give fourteen days’ notice of his ! 
intention to the Secretary, in order that such notice i 
may appear on the notice convening the meeting. | 

SPECIAL MEETING. ! 

14. A Special Meeting of the Council may be called ! 
at any time, on request in writing being made to the | 
Secretary by any five of its Members, and a General 
Meeting of Members may be also called at any time on 
request in writing to the Secretary by any ten Members, 
provided a deposit of £5 in the one case and £10 in the 
other case be made with the Secretary, for and towards 
defraying the expenses of such Meeting, in case the ! 
object of it be not approved by the Meeting. Anv ! 
balance that may remain after paying the expenses of j 
such Meeting shall be returned to the parties from j 
whom the deposit was received. 

SHOW-YARD REGULATIONS. 

15. The Show-yard regulations and rules shall be 

annually drawn up or revised by the Show-yard and i 
Prize List Committee, previously to the issuing of the ! 
Prize List. I 

APPOINTMENT OF JUDGES. ! 

16. The Council, at their Meeting in February, shall ! 
appoint the Judges of harms, Crops, Live Stock. Agri- i 
cultural Produce, Implements, and miscellaneous • 
Articles, for the approaching Show. Previous to the ■ 
Meeting the Show-yard and Prize List Committee shall : 
meet and prepare a List of Names of gentlemen of 
acknowledged experience and ability in order to assist ■ 
th>“ Council in the selection of Judges. The names of : 
the Judges who have accepted office shall be published 
in all issues of the prize’schedulc. 

APPOINTMENT OF STEWARDS. 

17. The Council, at their Meeting in April, shall 
appoint the Stewards for the ensuing Show, from a list ; 
of names previously prepared by the Show-yard and ! 
Prize List Committee. 

THE DECISION OF JUDGES. 

18. The decision of the Judges will in all cases be i 
final, except where fraud, misrepresentation, or breach i 
of the Rules is discovered ; and any exhibitor who j 
shall be disqualified for fraud, misrepresentation, or ; 
breach of the Rules is liable to forfeit the prizes or cups ! 
awarded to him at that'Show or Meeting. 

PROTESTS. 

NOT APPLYING TO DOG SECTION. 

19. All objections to be in writing and lodged with 
the Secretary bv not later than 12 o’clock noon on the 
day after which the award a fleeted has been made, or 
by not later than 2 p.m. on the last day of the Show in 
the event of the award being made on that day, and the 
objector must at the same time lodge a sum of £2 in the 
bands of the Secretary, which deposit shall be forfeited 


if the Council consider the objection to be frivolous, 
but if the Protest be sustained, the Prize awarded to the 
Exhibitor shall be forfeited , and be dealt with as the 
Council may determine, and the deposit returned to the 
objector. 

RULES OF OTHER ASSOCIATIONS. 

20. —The Show-yard Committee shall be empowered 
to adopt, in connection with any section at the 
Society’s Annual Show, any Association or Club Rules 
if thought advisable. 

RE HEIGHT OF ANIMALS. 

21. —When a protest is lodged against an exhibit 
with reference to height, the Secretary shall have 
power to instruct one of the Society’s Veterinary 
Surgeons to measure the animal. In the event of the 
Secretary being unable to find one of the Society’s 
Veterinary Surgeons, he shall thereupon call in a 
qualified Veterinary Surgeon to measure the animal 
on behalf of the Society, and the decision of either 
shall be final. The animal to be measured with or 
without shoes, as shown before the Judges, and if the 
shoes have been removed, feet pared, or in any way 
altered or tampered with after leaving the Judging 
Ring, the exhibitor shall forfeit such prize or prizes 
that may have been awarded. 

DIFFERENCES BETWEEN JUDGES. 

22. In case of a difference of opinion between 
Judges respecting the award of any prize in the Show- 
vard, or in the event of the Judge or Judges being 
unable to decide between any two animals, a Committee 
of not less than five members of Council shall be 
immediately summoned by the Secretary, and an 
Umpire appointed by them, whose decision shall be 
final. In the event of any Judge leaving before the 
judging of the Class of Stock in which he is engaged 
is completed, the appointment of his deputy shall be 
made in the same way. 

RESERVATION OF PRIZES, &c. 

23. The Society reserves lo itself the power to with¬ 
hold any prize or portion of a prize where the Judges 
report there is not sufficient merit, although there may 
be three or more competitors; but in cases of real 
merit, although there mav be but one claimant, the 
prize shall be given. No animal that has been 
exhibited as Fat Stock at any Show shall compete for 
any of the Prizes ottered by the Society. 

FORFEITURE OF PRIZES, &c. 

24. Anv person to whom a prize has been adjudged, 
and who, as shall subsequently appear, has obtained 
it through imposition, shall forfeit such prize and any 
other prizes gained at the same time, shall be excluded 
from making any claim or entry in future, and, if a 
Member, shall be expelled from the Society. And any 
person who ha*, been expelled from any Agricultural 
Society, in consequence of having attempted to gain a 
prize by giving a false certificate or by fraud, or who 
has been expelled from any Breed Society for 
fraudulent practice, shall not be eligible to compete 
for any of the Prizes offered by this Society, or for 
Membership, and if a Member, shall be liable to be 
expelled, on a resolution passed by a majority of the 
Council. 

AUDITOR, &c. 

25. The Auditor shall from time to time, examine, 
the Secretary’s Accounts, and certify the Balance 
Sheet, and an abstract thereof shtll be printed and 
issued to the Members not less than seven days before 
the Annual General Meeting, with trie notice conven¬ 
ing such meeting. 

NEW RULES OR ALTERATIONS. 

26. Any Member wishing to make new rules, or to 
propose alterations, must give notice in writing to the 
Secretary on or before September 25th, and notice ot 
such additions or alterations shall be printed and 
circulated with the notice of Meeting, and be brought 
up there for discussion and decision in the usual way. 
Subjects of a party or political character shall not be 
allowed on any occasion. 
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THE LATE COLONEL SIR CLEMENT M. ROYDS, C.B. 


One of the best-remembered features of the Show which the 
Society held at Rochdale 16 years ago was the Presidency of 
Colonel Royds, then Member of Parliament for the Borough. 
The site of the Exhibition formed a portion of the grounds attached 
to his residence, Greenhill, and during the progress of the arrange¬ 
ments Colonel Royds took a lively interest in everything, endearing 
himself at the Show period itself by his charming courtesy and 
appreciation of services rendered. His deep interest in the County 
Society's progress was maintained to the last. Rarely, if ever, did 
he miss attending the Annual Show, and his generosity was mani¬ 
fested in many ways, notably by the presentation and renewal on 
two subsequent occasions of a 50-guinea Challenge Cup for Hackney 
Mares. 

Like Sir George Pilkington (whose death took place on the 
same day, January 28th, 1916), Sir Clement Royds was a notable 
figure in banking and commercial circles. He was born in 1842, 
educated on the Continent, and subsequently became a partner 
in the private bank of Messrs. Clement Royds & Co., founded by 
his grandfather, and afterwards amalgamated with the Manchester 
and Salford Bank. Later he became Chairman of the Rochdale 
Canal Company and of the Williams Deacon and Manchester and 
Salford Bank. In 1889 he filled the office of High Sheriff of 
Lancashire. At one time he was the Colonel Commanding the 
Duke of Lancaster’s Own Imperial Yeomanry, Hon. Colonel of 
the 2nd Volunteer Battalion of the Lancashire Fusiliers, and also 
a Knight of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem in England. A 
knighthood was conferred upon him in 1906, when he ceased to 
represent Rochdale in Parliament. 
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THE LATE CAPTAIN T, E. WITHINGTON, J.P. 

The death of Captain Thomas Ellames Withington, on December 
18th last, necessitated the removal from the Society's membership 
roll of a name which lias been recorded thereon for over 30 years, 
and which has always been regarded with the very highest esteem, 
and indeed with affection. Until quite recently few figures were 
more familiar than Captain Withington’s at the Society’s Shows 
and Council Meetings, his last appearance being at the Council 
Meeting held in July, 1914, just prior to the Liverpool Show. It 
was always pleasant on such occasions to hear his expressions of 
pride at the progress made by the Society since those earlier days, 
which few were in a position to recall as he was. And there was 
always in his manner a geniality and brightness which one looks 
back upon regretfully now that he has passed away. 

At the reconstitution of the Society in 1893, Captain Withington 
was elected one of its Trustees, and this position he held at the 
time of his decease. In many other wavs, during the course of 
a long life (he was born in 1831) he prominently identified himself 
with public affairs in Lancashire. In 1852 he joined the Loyal 
North Lancashire Regiment, and was subsequently captain for 
ten years in the Lancashire Hussars, better known as Lord Gerard's 
Yeomanry. 

He had been a magistrate since 1857, and was the oldest Justice 
foi miles around. As the Squire of Newehurch, he was deeply 
interested in the welfare of his tenants, and had been churchwarden 
at the village church since 1860, with a slight interval when he 
resided in Oxfordshire. 

From 1866 he was an Income-Tax Commissioner, for 38 years 
an ex-ofhcio member of the Leigh Board of Guardians, Chairman 
of the Liverpool Reformatory Association, and Vice-President of 
the Leigh Conservative Association. 

Whilst a captain in the Lancashire Hussars he was in charge 
of a company of troops who were under arms two days and nights 
at Skelmersdale during the Chartist riots. 

All who knew him will re-echo the tribute paid to his memory 
by the Bishop of Liverpool on the occasion of the funeral :— 

“ He was a good man and righteous; everybody 
respected him ; he was absolutely straightforward, honour¬ 
able, just, and true. His word was as good as his bond. 
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He was a good landlord ; he lived amongst his own people, 
and identified himself with them. They were to him as 
members of a large family, he being the head. He cared 
for them, helped them all he could, and sympathised with 
them in their joys and in their sorrows. He was a good 
citizen, not an armchair citizen who sat and talked about 
his country’s good, but one who was always up and doing, 
assisting in local as well as in county business, ‘ doing his 
bit ’ to serve his country, striving to leave it better than 
he found it. Kindly, genial, considerate, courteous, it will 
be a long time before we meet with a better man.” 

THE LATE SIR G. A. PILKINGTON, D.L, 

Sir George Augustus Pilkington was the son of Mr. Robert 
Gorton Coombe, a well-known surgeon, and was born on October 
7th, 1848, at Upwell, Cambridgeshire. To strangers the difference 
in the names of father and son will naturally appear peculiar. The 
explanation lies in Ihe fact that in March, 1882, he was invited 
by his father-in-law, the late Mr. James Pilkington, J.P., D.L. 
(who for 19 years represented Blackburn in the Liberal interest, 
and who had just lost his son and heir) to assume the name with 
a view of succession to his Yorkshire estates. When quite young 
he was taken by his parents to Australia, and his early years, up 
to the age of ten or eleven, were spent in Greater Britain. There 
he enjoyed certain youthful experiences which were afterwards 
reflected in that wonderful breadth of view and tolerance of opinion 
which were among the chief attributes of his popularity. He also 
there laid the foundations of that Jove of travel which he was 
afterwards fortunately able to enjoy in a series of trips round the 
world, to Ceylon and the East, and that love of sport which, in 
various ways,—-as yachtsman, with the gun, on the cycle, and, 
latterly, with the motor,—he always indulged, and which made 
him a consistent supporter of all forms of athletics and manly 
sports. Intended from his earliest youth for his father’s profession, 
he was first educated privately, and afterwards, as a medical 
student, entered Guy's Hospital, where he earned considerable 
distinction. Having qualified as a practitioner, as a member of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, he took up his residence in Southport 
late in 1870, and for the past 46 years has been so closely and 
intimately associated with the town that, in a very peculiar sense, 
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it may be said of him lie was Southport's first and leading citizen. 
From 1870 to 1875, he was house surgeon at the Southport 
Infirmary, which at that time was a modest structure in Virginia 
Street. In that capacity he remained for four years, and won 
golden opinions both for his medical and surgical skill and for his 
unfailing kindness and courtesy to all with whom he was brought 
in contact, rich and poor alike. He resigned that appointment in 
1875, but his kindly interest in the institution never ceased, and 
as Chairman of the Board of Management of the present building 
he performed a service to the community the value of which cannot 
be over-estimated. He served on the Southport Town Council as 
Councillor and Alderman, and was twice Mayor, in 1884 and in 
the Centenary Year, 1891-2. On November 9th, 1892, he was 
appointed the first freeman of the borough. In 1893 the honour 
of knighthood was conferred upon him on the nomination of Mr. 
Gladstone, and he was the first local citizen to receive this distinc¬ 
tion. In 1885 he was elected as the first Member of Parliament 
for the newly-created Southport Division. In 1889 he became one 
of the two first representatives of Southport on the Lancashire 
County Council, and was subsequently appointed a County Aider- 
man. In 1911 he served as High Sheriff of the County of Lan¬ 
caster. 

In addition to his professional eminence, Sir George was also 
endowed with sound business instincts. He was a director of the 
Manchester and County Bank and of the Lancashire and Yorkshire 
Railway Company, and was held in high esteem in railway and 
banking circles throughout the country. He also occupied a very 
important position in the East Indian commercial world, and was 
a director of a number of tea and rubber companies. His interests 
in Ceylon were very extensive, and in the transfer of the culture 
25 years ago from the coffee plantations—which were a failing 
crop,—to tea, which was a developing and growing crop, Sir 
George was a pioneer who did really valuable work for the whole 
island, and largely contributed to its prosperity. Throughout 
Ceylon he was known as a shrewd, progressive planter, and his 
business judgment was held in high esteem. 

Of manly sports Sir George was always a patron. He was first 
Secretary and afterwards Chairman of the Southport Athletic 
Society; President of the Southport Harriers' Athletic" Sports; 
President and generous supporter of the Southport Swimming 
Club; President of the Southport Golf Club, the predecessor of 
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the Hesketh Golf Club ; President of the Southport Cycling Club ; 
President of the West Lancashire Yacht Club; and member of 
the Corinthian Yacht Club, the Southport Anglers' Association, 
and the Southport Royal Caledonian Curling Club, which formerly 
held meetings at the Glaciarium, and afterwards had an open-air 
rink at Churchtown ; he was also one of the first local residents 
to take up motoring ; and as a shot, he was well known in the 
Upper Wharfedale and Yorkshire district, having a shooting box 
at Gearstones, Ribblehead, where also he owned an estate. 

Sir George was always actively associated with the Auxiliary 
Forces. He succeeded Colonel Welsby as the Hon. Colonel of 
the 3rd Volunteer Battalion Liverpool Regiment, the predecessor 
of the 7th King’s Liverpools ; was a popular member as Hon. 
Surgeon of the Old Royal Naval Artillery Volunteers, and when 
the Southport Company of the Royal Naval Volunteers, Mersey 
Division, was resuscitated, he was granted rank as honorary 
lieutenant, and proudly wore the Naval uniform on Mayoral 
church parades, when Lord Charles Beresford inspected the Com¬ 
pany, and was a striking figure on parade when the Navals provided 
the guard of honour on the occasion of King Qeorge and Queen 
Mary visiting Southport on their tour through Lancashire on 
July 8th, 1913. 

Agriculture was likewise a subject in which Sir George took 
great interest, and the County Agricultural Society will long hold 
in grateful remembrance the generous support he was ever ready 
to accord to it. On the last three occasions on which the County 
Show was held at Southport he was Chairman of the Local Executive 
Committee, and his keen personal interest and example were of 
the greatest assistance to the local officials and the Society. He 
entered with zest into all the arrangements, and his one concern 
was that the Show should be worthy of Southport and that the 
local welcome should be commensurate. 

His wonderfully magnetic personality and sunniness of dis¬ 
position ensured perfectly smooth sailing for the Society’s South¬ 
port Shows, so far at least as local arrangements were concerned. 
Difficulties melted away beneath his genial influence, and all 
became imbued with the hearty enthusiasm which radiated from 
him. One man like Sir George Pilkington constitutes a host 
in himself, and sadly indeed will the sense of his loss be borne 
in upon everyone when next the Society’s tents are pitched in the 
town with which his name will ever remain identified. 
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THE LATE MR. DANIEL HOWSIN- 

Mr. Daniel Howsin was for 46 years Agent for the estates 
of Captain E. A. le Gendre Starkie, which are in no less than 32 
townships of this county. It was in the time of the late Colonel 
Starkie that he entered upon these responsibilities, and his long 
life at Huntroyde was one of constant, devoted attention to duty. 
He surveyed the whole of the properties owned by the Colonel, 
and had absolute freedom in effecting all improvements which he 
thought were necessary for the comfort and well-being of the 
tenants and the permanent interests of the estates. Two leading 
principles were before him in entering upon this survey. One was 
that it was absolutely essential for the comfort and welfare of the 
farmers and their families that they should have well-built houses 
and adequate outbuildings for the shelter of their stock. Another 
was that it was of vital importance the land should be dry to enable 
the tenants to get good crops, keep more stock, and pay their 
rents. Colonel Starkie was at one with Mr. Howsin as to the 
imperative need of making these provisions. 

The matter was discussed at the Hall in the presence of the 
then Lord Combermere, who advised that the draining should be 
placed in the hands of a well-known London expert. Mr. Howsin 
expressed the opinion that the work could be done much more 
economically and equally effectively by the estate staff under his 
direction, and this was resolved upon. There then commenced an era 
of improvements which have been continued liberally and steadily 
for all the years up to the present time. Old farmhouses were 
pulled down and new ones erected. New outbuildings were put 
up and old ones reconstructed and extended. Close upon 8,000 
acres of the estate farms have been thoroughly drained. 

Mr. Howsin used to drive round twice a week to supervise the 
work which was proceeding on the estate by 93 men, divided into 
three gangs. He personally saw that the draining was well done, 
and the result has been most satisfactory. It really transformed 
the estate, gave comfort to the tenants, and enabled them to 
keep more stock and to increase their income. It also added 
considerably to the capital value of the farms. Mr. Howsin was 
at all times thoroughly trusted by everybody—landlord and 
occupier. His strict integrity, faithfulness in oversight, his equity 
and sound judgment, have been qualities which have done him 
great honour and esteem. He was always a believer in doing 
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everything thoroughly well. His previous life's experience had 
made him a master of the agricultural and breeding arts. He 
understood stock thoroughly, could select a hunter with the best 
men, and he introduced into the park the herds of Scotch cattle 
which fertilised the grass lands enormously and gave a fresh 
attraction to the domain. Whenever any tenant wanted advice 
on stock or farm management he always got the best from Mr. 
Howsin. 

Mr. Howsin had some experience of Volunteer military life 
when a young man, being for a time a member of the South Notts 
Yeomanry. He used to tell how during the Blackburn Riots 
there were anxious times at Huntroyde. The house of Colonel 
Raynsford Jackson, the Chairman of the Master Cotton Spinners 
and Manufacturers' Association of North and East Lancashire, 
had been burned down by the rioters, and it was rumoured that 
he was sheltering at Huntroyde from their mad violence. An 
attack on the Hall was expected, and Mr. Howsin installed a 
garrison of five gamekeepers under his orders. They had six guns 
altogether and 70 rounds of cartridge, and Mr. Howsin was resolved 
that had the Hall been attacked he would not have hesitated to 
shoot. The mob, however, wisely kept away. 

On relinquishing in 1912 the position of Agent to the Estates, 
Mr. Howsin was the recipient of very handsome presentations from 
Captain and Mrs. le Gendre Starkie, and also the Tenantry, with 
many public references to the affectionate esteem in which he was 
held by all. 

Mr. Howsin's association with the Council of the Royal Lanca¬ 
shire Society dated back to 1893, when he was first elected a repre¬ 
sentative member for the Eastern Division. He was almost 
immediately appointed Vice-Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
and when Mr. John White relinquished the Chairmanship of that 
Committee in 1902 (on becoming Chairman of the Council), Mr. 
Howsin succeeded him. 

On account of advancing years he felt compelled to give up 
active connection with the Society's work, and the Council at a 
meeting in September, 1914, passed a resolution putting on 
record their high appreciation of the long and valuable services 
he had rendered to the Society. He is succeeded on the Council, 
as in the management of the Huntroyde Estate, by his son, Mr, 
E. G. Howsin. 
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Apart from the record of time and energy devoted to furthering 
the best interests of the Society, Mr. Howsin leaves behind him 
memories which will long be affectionately recalled, pleasant 
recollections of one who was in every sense of the word a gentleman, 
whose bearing towards others was always courteous and considerate, 
and who most fittingly exemplified the fine traditions of the estate 
he represented. 


THE LATE MR. JAMES FLETCHER MORRIS, J.P., C.C. 

Mr. J. Fletcher Morris, J.P., C.C., of Rock House, Upholland, 
who died in September last, at the age of 66, was a member 
of the Society’s Council for the Western Division. He had a 
remarkable record of public service. In April, 1915, he was elected 
Chairman of the Upholland District Council for the 32nd successive 
year, and had been a member of that body for 38 years, during 
which period he was also a Governor of the Upholland Grammar 
School. He had served on the Wigan Board of Guardians for a 
quarter of a century, and for 22 years had been a member of the 
Lancashire County Council. At one time he was responsible for 
much active work in the Ormskirk Division on behalf of the 
Conservative Party. For many years he was President of the 
Upholland Agricultural Society, to which he was a tower of strength. 
Robust in temperament, with genial and generous qualities, Mr. 
Morris was immensely popular throughout the countryside, and 
his loss will be keenly felt. 


THE LATE MR. T. J. BAXENDALE. 

At the last Annual Meeting of Members the melancholy duty 
devolved upon the Chairman of announcing that one of the most 
esteemed members of the Council for the Eastern Division—Mr. 
T. J. Baxendale, of Bolton—-had passed away but three days 
previously (November 27th). This intimation came as a painful 
shock to many who, at the Blackburn Show and at meetings held 
subsequently, had seen Mr. Baxendale in the enjoyment of health 
and vigour, and to outward appearances still, at 54, a compara¬ 
tively young man. He had been, in fact, at business as recently 
as the Thursday week before the Saturday on which he died. 
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The day following, however, he was unable to go out, and shortly 
afterwards an operation for appendicitis had to be performed, 
with, unfortunately, fatal results. 

Mr. Baxendale was closely associated with the commercial 
interests and public life of Bolton, being a well-known employer 
in the town and a member of its Chamber of Commerce. The 
Society has been fortunate enough to have many connecting links 
with Lancashire towns, and Mr. Baxendale was one of these. In 
quiet, unassuming fashion he looked well after its interests as 
regards membership, etc., in his district. On the occasion of the 
Visit to Bolton in 1907 he was a hard-working member of the 
Local Executive Committee, and again in 1911, when the County 
Show was held in the neighbouring town of Bury, Mr. Baxendale 
devoted time and energy as a member of the Bury Local Com¬ 
mittee to promoting the success of that occasion. At the Annual 
Meeting of 1909 he was elected a representative member of the 
Council for the Eastern Division, and was subsequently placed 
upon the Show Yard and Prize List Committee. He was one of 
the Stewards in the Light Horse Section. By all who knew him 
he was greatly esteemed for his frank, generous disposition, and 
his enthusiastic interest in the Society's work. 

THE LATE MR. R. J. PEAKE. 

I am sure it will be felt by Members of the County Society that 
nothing could be more fitting than the inclusion in its Annual 
Journal of a passing tribute to the memory of Robert Peake, 
“Our Commissioner" of the “Preston Guardian." Few men 
were brought more widely into touch with Lancashire Agriculture 
than he was, both in his professional capacity, and also in a personal 
sense as one who had a keen delight in everything appertaining to 
the tillage of the soil and all the varied pursuits of rural life. His 
tall, alert figure was in evidence at all agricultural outdoor events— 
shows, ploughing matches, sales of pedigree stock, gatherings of 
tenantry, &c. ; indeed such would hardly have been deemed 
complete without his cheery presence. His name was a household 
word in the farmhouses of the Fylde and East Lancashire, and 
his weekly articles descriptive of the noted studs and herds of the 
county and other features of farming and dairying were the staple 
reading by many a kitchen fireside. With rare intuition, he 
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understood the Lancashire farmer and his point of view, and was 
equally in his element when chatting over crops and stock with a 
tenant as when discussing important matters of agricultural policy 
with some great landowner. As the outcome of years of contact 
with breeders and exhibitors, his constant study of pedigrees and 
show-ring records, and his naturally capable judgment, Mr. Peake 
possessed a unique store of knowledge respecting the breeding arts 
of the county and the history of its famous studs and herds. 
Future historians of Lancashire rural development will turn to his 
descriptive articles for much helpful information otherwise not 
easily to be obtained, and beyond doubt his writings did much, 
by arousing a healthy spirit of rivalry in the breeding and 
exhibiting of stock, towards bringing about that improvement 
which is so observable to-day. All his knowledge, all the influence 
accruing from personal popularity and the prestige of the journal 
he represented, Mr. Peake was ever ready to bring to bear upon 
the task of encouraging any movement, small or great, initiated 
for furthering the interests of Agriculture, and there is little doubt 
that his zealous enthusiasm often led him to draw too much upon 
his physical reserve of strength, with a fatal result when his last 
illness came upon him. 

It was in recognition of the value of these freely-rendered 
services that in 1901, during which year Mr. Peake had undergone 
a severe operation, he was made the recipient of a County testi¬ 
monial, organised by a Committee representative of estate owners, 
tenants, and all interested in agriculture and stock-breeding. 
The presentation, which was made by the late Rev. L. C. Wood, 
consisted of a cheque for £200, and a solid silver inkstand, the 
inscription on which recorded Mr. Peakes “ valuable contributions 
to the Press for the advancement of Agriculture in the County 
of Lancaster.” The subscribers included the late Lord Derby, 
Lord Ashton, the late Right Hon. R. W. Hanbury, M.P. (the 
then President of the Board of Agriculture), Victor C. W. Cavendish, 
Esq., M.P. (now the Duke of Devonshire), and Mr. R. A. Yerburgh. 

With the County Agricultural Society's affairs Mr. Peake 
always kept in close touch, and the Society owes much to the 
enthusiastic manner in which he maintained its aims and achieve¬ 
ments before his readers' attention. At the annual Exhibitions 
he acted as Press Steward, a position which his popular qualities 
enabled him to fill with distinct success. He annually reviewed 
in this “ Journal" the show of the previous year, and contributed 
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other articles of historical interest. His strongest link with the 
Society was, however, the part he took in connection with the 
Re-constitution of the Society in 1893—that movement to solidify 
the Society by remodelling it as a purely County organisation 
which proved to be the turn in the tide of its fortunes. Mr. Peake 
acted as honorary secretary to this movement, and rendered 
invaluable service by his pen and personal exertions. 

A personal note may perhaps be pardoned before bringing to 
a close this brief notice of one whose friendship the present writer 
set a great value upon. “ Robert ” (as he was termed by 
intimates) was a man with a big heart and a very lovable nature, 
utterly devoid of affectation or egotism. As befitted his profession, 
he was a practical man of the world, keenly business-like in his 
outlook, and energetic in his methods, but the demands of a 
strenuous vocation had, in his case, no counteracting tendency 
on— 

“ That best portion of a good man's life, 

His little, nameless, unremembered acts 

Of kindness and of love.” 

The sympathetic side of his disposition was never far beneath the 
surface, and indeed would persist in coming uppermost. He had 
a great fondness for little children, and a wonderful way of gaining 
their confidence and affection, as all associated with the Shepherd 
Street Children's Mission, at Preston, could testify. To lads just 
putting a foot on the bottom rung of the ladder he was the 
most encouraging of helpers. He was always ready to give a 
lift to brother journalists to whom the live stock sections of an 
agricultural show were more or less a sealed book, and often he 
might be observed imparting to such the technical points which 
he himself had at his fingers' ends. “ Now the labourer's task is 
o'er " ; and as we recall his varied activities we feel that it was 
always his very best that Robert Peake gave out; his sympathies, 
his time, and his energies were always ungrudgingly bestowed 
upon every worthy movement which he could help onward. By 
his many friends, his memory will always be linked with thoughts 
of sincere and deep affection.

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Some Effects of War Conditions 
on Agriculture. 


When War was declared and it became evident that England 
would become involved in it a financial crisis arose which, but for 
the prompt and drastic treatment by the Government, might have 
caused, and in fact nearly did cause, a panic in banks and counting- 
houses, on Stock Exchange and mart, and, what was perhaps more 
to be feared, among the population at large. From that time 
onward the trade of the country has never regained its normal 
activities, and the difficulties which have almost daily arisen in a 
more or less acute form have brought in their wake changes which 
affect almost every man, woman, and child in the country. 

It is not my object or intention to review the many ramifica¬ 
tions of these changes, or, indeed, to take any general survey of 
them, partly because such a survey is well-nigh impossible in the 
constantly altering conditions, and partly because such a general 
discussion is outside my province. 

Fortunately for England the British Fleet has retained a 
complete mastery of the seas, and except for the relatively small 
amount of damage done by enemy submarines, the commerce of 
the country, so far as imports are concerned, would have suffered 
little had it not been for the fact that to carry troops, stores, and 
munitions, and to act as patrols, mine sweepers, &c., the Govern¬ 
ment were compelled to requisition a very large proportion of the 
British tonnage. The inevitable result of this shortage of ships 
was an immediate and a continuous rise in freights, which has 
been only mitigated, but not checked, by the introduction, to an 
extent hitherto unknown in British trade, of neutral shipping. 

The immediate effect of the scarcity of ships for commercial 
purposes, and the consequent increase in freights has been a 
corresponding rise in the cost of all commodities from overseas, 
and particularly of all foodstuffs whether for man or beast, and 
since the United Kingdom is to so large an extent dependent on 
foreign feeding stuffs, all home-produced foods have been enhanced 
in price to a corresponding degree. 
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This increase in the selling value of all home-grown crops 
would have conduced under normal conditions to the general 
prosperity of the farming community ; but in the present conditions 
ot uncertainty as to labour, increased cost of manures and feeding 
stuffs, much doubt must remain in the mind of the British farmer 
as to the future and the course he ought to pursue. 

In the present circumstances every farmer will, no doubt, 
consider it his patriotic duty to raise the maximum staount ot 
produce on his farm; but to what extent he will consider himself 
justified in purchasing at their present high prices larger quantities 
than usual of fertilisers and feeding stuffs remains to be seen. In 
normal times, with the practical certainty of continued high prices 
for produce, it would be to the interests of farmers to bring their 
land to as high a pitch of cultivation as would be consistent with a 
profitable return on capital invested ; but with the present and 
prospective shortage of labour, I am afraid that many farmers 
will hesitate to spend largely on fertilisers when the prospects of 
reaping the full reward of their enterprise is problematical. Before 
this appears in print the whole of the ciops for this year will be 
past the stage at which manuring would be profitable, and before 
it is necessary to consider the treatment of those for the next 
season it is possible that the conditions may again have altered to 
such an extent as to modify the conduct of farmers both as to 
manuring and in many other ways. 

Such considerations as these will, no doubt, cause farmers to 
pause before incurring undue expense in manures or in other 
directions; but, as far as can be seen at present, it will be to the 
interests of farmers generally to use artificial manures liberally 
for next season's crops. 

To what extent the shortage of tonnage is responsible for the 
increased cost of commodities in this country may be gathered by 
a comparison of the pre-war rates for the carriage of maize from 
River Plate ports to Liverpool with those ruling at the time of 
writing. Before the War the average rate per ton was 15/-, while 
at the time of writing it is 162/- per ton, an increase in the cost 
of maize due to freight alone of over £7 per ton. 

It would be an interesting study to consider to what extent 
the increased cost of both fertilisers and feeding stuffs justified 
their use under present conditions, and to ascertain the ratio of 
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profitable increase in crops and stock to increased outlay. In the 
present uncertain state of affairs, such an investigation would, 
however, be of doubtful advantage, and in any case the acumen of 
English Agriculturists as a whole will enable them to determine 
in a practical way at what point the profitable use of fertilisers 
and feeding stuffs ends. 

But in addition to the uncertainty attending the harvesting of 
crops when grown, the farmer is also confronted with the fact 
that many of the manures upon which he has been accustomed to 
rely are no longer available, or if available obtainable only*at a 
price which renders them practically prohibitive for Agricultural 
purposes. 

When the War broke out it soon became evident that the 
British factories for the manufacture of explosives were totally 
inadequate to meet the demands of the ever-increasing Armies, 
and, although enormous supplies of munitions were obtained from 
the United States, the further extension of British works became 
imperative, and under the direction of the Minister of Munitions 
new factories, larger than had been dreamed of in times of peace, 
have sprung up with magic speed in all parts of the country, and 
are now busy turning out explosives and other munitions of war. 

Nearly all of the high explosives, the use of which has been 
one of the distinguishing features of the War, are manufactured 
from different organic substances by the action of Nitric Acid. 
When Nitric Acid is used alone, the reaction which takes place is 
usually so vehement that there is risk of explosions taking place, 
and to modify the violence the Nitric Acid used in the manufacture 
of Nitro-explosives is mixed with three times its volume of Sulphuric 
Acid. 

In the aggregate large quantities of Sulphuric Acid are required 
for this purpose, and quite early in the War the Government 
indicated to the manure manufacturers that a portion at least of 
their output of Sulphuric Acid would be requisitioned for military 
purposes. 

As the plant in existence for the production of Sulphuric Acid 
at most of the fertiliser works was usually not larger than was 
required to meet the yearly output of Superphosphate, and the 
compound manures of which Superphosphate formed the basis, 
the requisitioning of the Sulphuric Acid involves a corresponding 
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decrease in the production of Superphosphate and of the great 
number of manures for special crops in which Sulphuric Acid is 
used. 

Owing to the fact that. only a portion of the contemplated 
munition works was completed during the time that the manures 
were being prepared for the present season, the demands of the 
Government upon the production of Sulphuric Acid were not so 
great as was anticipated ; and consequently many manure manu¬ 
facturers were able to continue their operations until the bulk of 
what was required for spring demand had accumulated in their 
works. The anticipation of the withdrawal of Sulphuric Acid 
used for dissolving the raw mineral phosphate used in their manu¬ 
facture, caused some of the makers at the beginning of the season 
to modify their guarantees with regard to the solubility of phos¬ 
phates contained in the compound manures, and instead of stating, 
as has been the general custom in England, the percentage of 
phosphate soluble in water and the insoluble phosphate, a figure 
was substituted giving the percentage of phosphate soluble in 2% 
Citric Acid solution under the conditions prescribed by the Board 
of Agriculture and Fisheries for testing the solubility of the phos¬ 
phate of Basic Slag. The reason for this alteration was that in 
the event of their anticipations as to the shortage of acid being 
fulfilled, it was hoped that by mixing the stores of Superphosphate 
with undissolved finely-ground mineral phosphate a substantial 
amount of the latter would be sufficiently acted upon to render it 
immediately available as plant food by conversion into dibasic 
phosphate of Lime. In the process, however, the soluble monobasic 
phosphate of Lime would itself undergo a change and be converted 
to dibasic phosphate of Lime, or in technical language the soluble 
phosphate would be “ reverted.” Now the “ reverted ” phosphate 
is no longer soluble in water, but it dissolves readily in 2% Citric 
Acid solution, and there is ieason to believe that the " reverted ” 
phosphate when it consists of precipitated phosphate of lime is 
little inferior, if inferior at all, to the phosphate which is actually 
soluble in water. 

But although to safeguard themselves from prosecution under 
the provisions of the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act the 
guarantees issued with the circulars for this season's delivery of 
manures only stated the percentage of phosphate soluble in 2% 
Citric Acid solution, the turn of events has enabled the manu- 
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facturers to supply the bulk of the manures of practically the 
same quality as in former years. What is in store in the future 
is, however, very problematical, and the present outlook seems 
to me to be very serious. So long as the War continues there 
seems to be very little reason to doubt that the Sulphuric Acid 
plants of the country will continue to be requisitioned by the 
Government, and the greater part of the acid produced employed 
for the manufacture of explosives, and with the serious shortage 
of labour and high cost of materials it is unlikely that there will 
be any considerable construction of new plant or extension of 
existing plants. 

But another difficulty looming in the distance is the probable 
diminished supply and even possible stoppage of mineral phosphate. 
Of late years the chief sources of supply have been Africa and the 
United States, and at the time of writing the exports from the 
latter country to Europe have, owing to shipping conditions, 
practically ceased. Unless fresh tonnage is forthcoming in the 
near future, it seems to me almost a certainty that not only will 
the imports of mineral phosphates, but other forms of imported 
fertilisers, such as Bone Meal, Bone Ash, Tankage, Dried Blood, 
&c., be restricted in quantity, but almost impossible to obtain. 

With the foreign supplies seriously curtailed, and in the 
absence of workable home deposits of phosphate, it seems pretty 
clear that prices of phosphatic fertilisers must increase. In the 
case of Nitrogenous manures the prospect is more hopeful in view 
of the fact that the home consumption of Sulphate of Ammonia 
falls far short of the supply ; although even in this case the shortage 
of Sulphuric Acid, which is required in the manufacture, must 
affect prices. 

If then higher prices are to rule for next year's delivery of 
manures, and the phosphates are supplied in a less soluble condition 
than heretofore, it is a matter of importance to consider to what 
extent such an alteration in the composition of manures will affect 
their values to the farmer. 

Long before Liebig at the British Association Meeting at Bristol 
in 1836 suggested the treatment of phosphate of lime with Sulphuric 
Acid to convert it into a soluble condition it was known that Bone 
Meal in an untreated state was a valuable fertiliser, and during 
the interval which has elapsed since Liebig's discovery a large 
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proportion of the Bone MeaJ produced at home or imported from 
abroad has been used in the raw condition, or as Boiled Bones, 
with satisfactory results. 

When Basic Slag was first produced by the process patented 
by Thomas and Gilchrist about the year 1878 it was assumed that 
the phosphate of h‘me, being insoluble in water, was useless as a 
direct supply of plant food, and many attempts were made to 
render it available by chemical means. To whom* the credit is 
due I do not know; but the discovery was made that when 
sufficiently finely ground the phosphate of Basic Slag was effective 
in the field, and, on some soils at all events, yielded results which 
were little inferior to those obtained by the use of Superphosphate. 

Since, then, the phosphate of lime contained in Bones and in 
Basic Slag is insoluble in water yet effective in the field as plant 
food, it is evident that the test for water-soluble phosphate is not 
the sole criterion of availability. That water-soluble phosphate is, 
at all events on soils which contain appreciable quantities of 
Carbonate of Lime, in a condition best calculated to produce the 
maximum effect cannot be denied, because when dissolved by 
rain the phosphate is widely distributed throughout the soil, until 
it is " precipitated ” or fixed by the Carbonate of Lime or other 
bases with which it comes into contact. 

But other forms of phosphate, such as Basic Superphosphate, 
precipitated phosphate, &c., in which the phosphate is insoluble 
in water, are found by practical experiments under nearly all 
conditions of soil and climate to be of practically equal value to 
soluble phosphate, provided a proper mechanical distribution of 
the phosphate is effected in the soil. Closely following Basic 
Superphosphate and precipitated phosphate are the phosphates 
contained in such manures as Basic Slag, Guanos, Raw and Boiled 
Bones ; while at the other end of the list are the phosphates 
contained in mineral phosphates, which on most soils in an 
untreated condition have relatively little value. When Super¬ 
phosphate was first produced and the grinding of the mineral 
before treatment with Sulphuric Acid was not so complete as it is 
to-day, it was assumed that only the water-soluble phosphate 
was effective in the field, and from that day to this the custom in 
England has been to base the value of Superphosphate upon its 
contents of soluble phosphate and soluble phosphate only. 
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Of recent years, however, our knowledge of soil chemistry has 
largely increased, and however conservatively we may cling to 
old traditions it is generally admitted that some modification in 
the valuation of the phosphatic contents of manures is desirable. 

At intervals during the past forty years at least attempts have 
been made by the use of chemical solvents to differentiate between 
that portion of the insoluble phosphate which can be immediately 
utilised by the crop and that which is so slowly available that 
for practical purposes it may be regarded as worthless. 

Of the solvents to effect this separation, that most generally 
employed has been Citrate of Ammonia of varying strengths and 
of different degrees of alkalinity. These tests have in large measure 
served their purpose, and have in one form or another formed the 
basis of commercial contracts abroad, although in this country the 
tests have been seldom applied. 

At a later period the use of a dilute solution of Citric Acid was 
suggested as a solvent, and in 1892 Dr. Bernard Dyer, after much 
painstaking work and after determining the sap acidity of a large 
number of plants, employed a 1% solution of Citric Acid to ascertain 
the probable proportion of the phosphates and potash in soils 
immediately available as plant food. On applying the test to a 
number of the Wheat and Barley soils from the Experimental 
Station at Rothamsted he found that the amounts of phosphates 
and potash soluble in this menstruum in six days bore a definite 
relation to the yields of Barley and of Wheat on the respective 
plots, and it may fairly be assumed that if not an exact method 
it at least gives a close approximation to the amount of phosphate 
in the soil which is immediately available. 

For practical work in the laboratory, however, a process which 
would involve a treatment lasting over a week becomes impossible, 
and a modification by which a solution of double strength is 
employed but acting for only half an hour has now by general 
consent been employed to determine the availability of the 
phosphate of Basic Slag. This strength of solution has been 
prescribed by the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries as an official 
method for Basic Slag, and it is for this reason that the manure 
manufacturers have adopted it under the now altered conditions 
of the trade. 
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The question which farmers, as buyers of the manures, have 
now to consider is whether the proposed modified method does 
as a matter of fact indicate with a sufficient degree of accuracy the 
availability of the phosphate, and the answer which I have to 
give to that question is that under the altered conditions, and at 
least for the period of the War, the proposed guarantees are equit¬ 
able and calculated to give approximately accurate comparisons 
of the actual values in the field of the various manures supplied. 

In support of this opinion I may perhaps be allowed to quote 
the results of some experiments which I gave in extenso in a paper 
on “ The Solubility and Availability of the Phosphate in Basic 
Slag ” which was published in the Journal in 1913. Having 
shown that the solubility of the phosphate present in Basic Slag 
produced at a number of works ranged from 73.92% to 95.56% 
of the total phosphate present, I proceeded to ascertain the per¬ 
centage of solubility under similar conditions of a number of other 
phosphatic materials. 

The following is a brief summary of the results obtained :—

From these results it will be seen that even when ground 
exceedingly finely, only relatively small percentages of the phos¬ 
phate of mineral phosphates are soluble in 2% Citric Acid solution, 
and even in the most soluble form (Gafsa) only one-third of the 
total phosphate present was soluble. It has been suggested by 
the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries that in the circumstances 
farmers should purchase finely-ground mineral phosphates and 
apply them directly as manure ; but if these results mean anything 
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at all such purchases could only be immediately profitable if the 
mineral phosphate is obtainable at a cost of one-fifth to one-third 
of that charged for soluble phosphate. In general the results of 
my experiments are quite in accord with practical experience in 
the use of intreated mineral phosphates in the field. 


To compare the results obtained with mineral phosphates with 
other insoluble phosphates of recognised value I made further 
experiments, with the following results :—

From these results it will be seen that Steamed Bones and 
Bone Meal and Fish Guano all yield a high percentage of phosphate 
soluble in Citric Acid solution, and the results indicated by the 
tests are in substantial agreement with their recognised value in 
the field. In the case of Bone Ash the heat employed in calcining 
the Bones has diminished the solubility, but in this case also the 
result of the test is in accord with the general experience in the 
field. 

Looking at these results generally, and viewing them in the 
light of a pretty wide experience, I am of opinion that farmers 
need have little hesitation in accepting the newly-proposed 
guarantees with regard to the solubility of phosphates in manures. 

Of the guarantees with regard to Nitrogen little need be said. 
The prices will, of course, have to co-ordinate with the prices for 
Nitrogenous manures ruling at the time; but the availability of 
the Nitrogen present in the compound manures is, I should say, 
likely to be greater rather than less than has been the case in the 
past. 
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In quite a different category, however, is the supply of Potash. 
For agricultural purposes it is practically impossible to obtain it 
at prices which would render its use profitable. 


In a paper published in the Journal last year I reviewed the 
situation at considerable length, and I showed that the conditions 
then obtaining precluded the possibility of procuring any adequate 
supplies outside the now prohibited Stassfurt deposits of Germany. 
These conditions have not materially altered since I wrote that 
paper, and so far as I know no profitable method has been devised 
to extract the vast latent supplies of Potash from granite or other 
potash-bearing rocks. But fortunately Potash on most soils is 
less important as a manure than Phosphates and Nitrogen, and the 
lack of it can in a large measure be made good by the means I 
suggested in the paper just referred to and to which I must refer 
those who are specially interested in the matter. 


In this paper I attempted to show that the total Potash 
imported from Germany into the United Kingdom in 1913, which 
for agricultural and chemical purposes amounted to only 32,000 
tons of pure Potash, was little more than one-half of the Potash 
imported in the form of Corn, Seeds, Oilcakes, &c., and was an 
almost negligible amount when compared with the stores of Potash 
contained in the crops grown and retained on the farms and that 
in an “ available ” form contained in the soils of the country. 
How insignificant were the German supplies compared with the 
natural reserves and imports in other directions is brought out 
in the table which I take the liberty of quoting from my paper 
of last year :—

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Against these stocks and gains I estimated that the losses 
during the same period by sale of produce, &c., would be:—

If these estimates are even approximately correct it is evident 
that the reserve stores of Potash in soils and crops and the imports 
of feeding stuffs, &c., are, taking the country as a whole, ample 
to meet the demands of even the largest crops, and only on special 
soils which are deficient in Potash need any apprehension be felt 
with regard to the shortage of supplies. The means I suggested 
of meeting the deficiency in supplies were :— 

(1) By deeper and better cultivation. 

(2) By purchase of feeding stuffs. 

(3) By conservation of the manure. 

(4) By the use of Nitrate of Soda. 

(5) By liming. 

(6) By the liberal use of other artificial manures. 

By one or more of thesejmeans it should not be difficult to 
import or render available sufficient Potash to compensate for the 
average loss of 2 lbs. of Potash per acre, which is all that the excess 
of losses over imports, as apart from stocks, represents. 

But if the outlook with regard to fertilisers is uncertain and 
unpromising, the case with regard to purchased feeding 
stuffs does not at the present moment appear more hopeful. The 
high freights already referred to are beginning to have a detri¬ 
mental effect upon the imports, and the stable foods upon which 
the farmer has been wont to rely have increased enormously in 
price. The Oilcake imports for March, 1916, amounted to only 
16,948 tons, as against 37,223 tons in the same month last year, 
and 34,898 tons in March, 1914. Under these conditions it is 
necessary for the farmer to consider to what extent and in what 
way the shortage of imported cakes can be made good, either by 
increased production of home-grown crops, or a greater con- 
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sumption on the farm of those crops ordinarily marketed. I have 
already attempted to show that increased production involves a 
greater cost in manures and labour; while a greater consumption 
of home-grown crops can only mean, the production of meat or milk 
at the expense of the output of wheat or other produce which 
would otherwise be sold for human food. If the turn of events 
justifies farmers in increasing their grass and other forage crops 
by more liberal manuring, &c., the increased production thereby 
attained will to no inconsiderable extent compensate for the lack 
of imported feeding stuffs, and will enable them, without depleting 
their stocks, to increase the total production of food, but in any 
case it will be necessary in order to obtain the best results from 
the use of home-grown crops to supplement them by some of the 
more concentrated foods in order to ensure their most economical 
use. 

It would be useless to deny that in the past the British farmer, 
with an ample supply of concentrated feeding stuffs at very moderate 
prices at his disposal, has been content, and very properly so, to 
rely upon a comparatively few with which he is familiar, and 
which in the main he has found to yield satisfactory results. With 
adequate supplies of Linseed and Cotton Cakes at hand, seed 
crushers and cake dealers have not considered it necessary or 
profitable to advertise and encourage farmers to make trial of a 
considerable number of well-recognised feeding materials which 
come only spasmodically upon the markets, and importers generally 
have been content to find a market for these commodities among 
the numerous manufacturers of Compound Cakes and Meals. The 
result of this has been that a number of exceedingly valuable and 
highly-concentrated feeding materials have been unknown even 
by name to a large proportion of the farming community. 

With Linseed and Decorticated Cottonseed Cakes ranging from 
£12—£14 a ton, and with erratic and panicky markets, it behoves 
farmers to carefully consider the merits of such other feeding stuffs 
as are now placed on the market, or which are likely to be in the 
near future, and to ascertain whether, making due allowance for 
the difference in the feeding values, the purchase of one or more of 
these less known foods wall effect a saving. To make this com¬ 
parison, however, it is necessary to carry out either actual feeding 
trials with the new food and some standard ration, a process too 
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tedious and too expensive to be used in practice, or in the alternative 
to calculate the relative values of the foods under consideration 
from the results of the chemical analysis. 

The first method can be and is applied at experimental stations 
where facilities for carrying out such investigations are at hand, 
and the result of such investigations can be used as a check upon 
the value as calculated from the analysis ; but in general practice 
the varying qualities of feeding cake produced from one and the 
same kind of seed are so great that due allowance for these varia¬ 
tions should be made in purchasing; 


In the Journal of this Society for 1914 was published a paper 
by me entitled " The Valuation of Feeding Stuffs b}^ Means of 
Chemical Analysis,” in which I discussed at considerable length 
the methods by which a comparison of the feeding values of 
different foods could be made by chemical analysis, and in an 
Appendix I gave analyses of a large number of feeding materials. 
From this table the approximate value of any particular food 
offered for sale can be ascertained by comparing the “ food units ” 
with the number given by some well-recognised standard; but 
having regard to the wide variations often found, and possible 
adulteration, it is better to insist on an exact guarantee, so far as 
the percentages of Oil and Albuminoids are concerned, as required 
by the provisions of the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act, before 
purchasing. 

The paper above referred to was written before the outbreak 
of War, and although there is no feeding stuff now on the market, 
so far as I know, which is not included in the list in the Appendix, 
a considerable alteration has taken place in the relative amounts 
of some of the commodities now at the disposal of the British 
farmer. And because of the increased importance attaching to 
some of the feeding stuffs, and because in the future it is probable 
that more reliance upon them as a supply of concentrated foods 
will be necessary, I propose to treat separately of some of the 
feeding stuffs which altered conditions have for the present at 
least put upon our markets, and which, I hope, may in the future 
be retained permanently to the benefit of English Agriculture. 
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Of the feeding stuffs which have come into special prominence 
since the outbreak of War, the most noteworthy is, I think :— 

PALM KERNEL CAKE AND MEAL. 

As far back as the year 1865 there appeared in the Journal of 
the Royal Agricultural Society of England a paper by the late 
Dr. Voelcker, entitled " The Nutritive Value of Palm Kernel Cake 
and Meal,” in which its value was established and a comparison 
between the cake and meal produced in Liverpool and that manu¬ 
factured at Hamburg was made. In those days the Hamburg- 
made cake contained much less oil than that produced in Liverpool, 
and I regard this difference noteworthy in view of subsequent 
events. Whatever the state of the markets may be, the value of 
oil is appreciably greater than the residual cake which is sold for 
feeding purposes. As the prime object of the seed-crusher is the 
production of oil, sold originally chiefly for soap-making, but now 
also used for edible purposes, it is evident that the greater the 
percentage of oil a seed crusher was enabled to obtain from a 
given parcel of seed the greater would be the profit he would be 
enabled to obtain on his turnover. More particularly was this 
the case in the early days of seed-crushing when the x:ake was 
regarded more as a bye-product than it is to-day, and when it 
was sold without any guarantee as to the contents of oil. 

By the more complete extraction of the oil from Palm Kernels 
by the Hamburg crushers it became possible for them to outbid 
the Liverpool manufacturer and to establish the Palm Kernel 
business on a firm basis. In this he was helped by the supineness 
of the English farmer, who persistently refused to use the home- 
produced Palm Kernel Cake and Meal. The result of this was 
that it became necessary to ship the cake and meal to Continental 
ports in order to find a market, and it is little wonder that in these 
circumstances the crushing of Palm Kernels in England was in 
these earlier days only undertaken when markets were favourable. 

Nevertheless to my own knowledge Palm Kernels have been 
crushed in Liverpool pretty regularly for upwards of 40 years, and 
to speak of*the manufacture as a new one, as many of the papers, 
and even writers for the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries, are 
doing, is to give a totally wrong impression. It is true that 
Germany and other Continental nations have given a higher price 
for the cake and meal than the English farmers were prepared 
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to do ; but it was here for home consumption if there had been 
any demand for it. In seed-crushing, as in most other businesses, 
a considerable amount of technical knowledge is required, and 
special modifications in details have to be made in crushing such 
substances as Palm Kernels and Copra (Cocoa Nut). Hence it 
follows that a crusher who has been in the habit of using, say, 
Linseed, is chary how he turns his attention to, say, Palm Kernels, 
unless he is well assured that there is a probabilit}^ of a plentiful 
supply of the kernels being forthcoming at a sufficiently low price 
to render the venture a profitable one. 

The early entrance of Hamburg into the trade, the more perfect 
extraction of the oil in these mills, the home profitable market for 
the residual cakes and meals, the German methods of “ rigging ” 
the markets, and last, but not least, in recent years the assistance 
given by the German Government to the trading community in 
the form of commercial subsidies, had so established the trade in 
Hamburg that, although the Kernels were grown in British Colonies, 
Hamburg procured a practical monopoly of the business. 

This is clearly illustrated by tables given in one of^the Imperial 
Institute monographs, entitled “ Oil Seeds and Feeding Cakes,” 
which I commend to my readers who are specially interested in 
this subject. 

The following is a summary of four tables giving the exports 
of Palm Kernels from British West Africa (Nigeria, Sierra Leone, 
Gold Coast, and Gambia) and their respective destinations :—

From these figures it will be seen that about five-sixths of the 
Palm Kernels produced in British West Africa in the three clear 
years before the War were shipped to Germany. 
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That such a state of affairs should have been allowed to develop 
does not say much for British perspicacity or Colonial Office 
sagacity; but it is to be hoped that in the future the products of 
our Colonies will be exploited, not for alien enemies, but for the 
benefit of the Empire at large. 

To his credit, be it said, Sir W. H. Lever, Bart., had before the 
War grasped the gravity of the situation, and taken means to 
recover part at least of the trade for this country.* 

The Palm Kernels are obtained from the fruit of a Palm 
(Ekesis Guineensis) which grows along the coasts of West Africa. 
The fruit consists of an outer pulpy layer, from which the Palm 
Oil of commerce is obtained, and an inner kernel contained in a 
tough shell, from which it has to be separated before shipment. 

The kernel, freed from the shell, contains about half its weight 
of a white oil, of pleasant taste when fresh and solid at ordinary 
temperatures. The oil has been used for many years in the manu¬ 
facture of soap, and of late years it has been employed after 
purification in the manufacture of margarine. r 

The residual cake, after the oil has been pressed by hydraulic 
pressure, and the meal, after extraction with a solvent, are both 
valuable feeding materials, without any characteristic flavour, but 
rather insipid. At first there might be some slight difficulty in 
getting stock to take it; but if mixed with other foods the difficulty 
is soon overcome, and all kinds of stock, and particularly dairy 
cows thrive well on it. The meal is sometimes sold flavoured 
with treacle. 

The crushed cake varies in composition according to the degree 
of pressure employed in the manufacture; but the following 
figures may be taken as representative of a good make as now 
being put on the English market:—

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The “ food units ” calculated from the analysis amount to 111, 
as against about 133 for Linseed Cake, about 157 for Decorticated 
Cottonseed Cake, about 107 for Undecorticated Cottonseed Cake, 
and about 108 for Maize. 

Feeding experiments made recently in England at different 
Agricultural Institutions all bear out in the main the statements 
made above, and no hesitation need be experienced in using the 
cake when prices are favourable. 


COPRA (COCOA NUT) CAKE. 

By the term Copra is understood the dried fleshy interior of 
the Cocoa Nut. The Cocoa Nut Palm grows in many tropical 
countries, Ceylon and India being the chief producers in British 
territories, while the Philippine Islands and Java among Foreign 
territories, supply by far the greater quantity, the output from 
the latter countries exceeding the total production by British 
territories. 

In preparing Copra for export, the Cocoa Nuts, after the outside 
covering (Coir, which is used for making mats, &c.) has been 
removed, are split open, and the fleshy interior is either sun-dried 
or kiln-dried. If the desiccation has been sufficiently complete 
the Copra can be shipped and arrives usually in a sound condition 
at its destination, but if insufficiently dried there is a danger of 
its becoming more or less rotten on the voyage. 

When dried the Copra contains from 67%—71% of a white 
oil, solid at ordinary temperatures in this climate, and much in 
favour after purification for the manufacture of Margarine (Nut 
Butter). It has also been used for many years past for soap¬ 
making.

From these figures it will be seen that, as in the ease of Palm 
Kernels, the bulk of the trade in Copra has in the past been 
absorbed by Germany. 


I have no exact figures for the amount of Copra crushed in 
the United Kingdom during the same period ; but in a report to 
the United States Government it is stated that in 1912 12,000 
tons of Cocoa Nut Cake were produced, of which 8,000 tons were 
exported. This amount of Cake is equivalent to about 36,000 
tons of Copra crushed, a quantity which is less than one-fifth of 
that dealt with in Germany in 1913. 

It is evident, therefore, that under existing circumstances 
there is a wide scope for the development of the trade in Copra, 
and it is to be hoped that economic conditions will favour the 
firm establishment of the industry in this country. 

But to render this possible it will be necessary for the British 
farmer to set aside his prejudices, and thus make a market for the 
residual Cake or Meal. 

Cocoa Nut Cake manufactured from sound Copra is a palatable 
and nutritious food, and is particularly suitable as a food for 
Dairy Cattle. When exposed to the air it is apt to absorb moisture 
and to crumble away; but when kept under proper conditions 
there is no difficulty in storing it.

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The " food units ” calculated from this analysis are 123, as 
against about 133 for Linseed Cake, 157 for Decorticated Cottonseed 
Cake, 107 for Undecorticated Cottonseed Cake, and 108 for Maize. 

Judged by this standard it will be seen that Cocoa Nut Cake 
takes high rank in comparison with the other concentrated and 
well-recognised foods upon the markets. 

Practical experiments fully bear out these theoretical con¬ 
clusions, and show that for all kinds of stock, including fattening 
pigs, it is a useful and economical food, if procurable at a price 
proportionate to its value as indicated by the ” food units.” 

In addition to the home-produced cake, consignments of foreign 
crushed Cocoa Nut Cake and Meal frequently make their appear¬ 
ance on the Liverpool market, usually under the name of Copra 
Cake, or Poonac Cake. These come chiefly from India, and as 
a rule are richer in oil than the home-produced cake ; but frequently 
owing to “ heating ” on the voyage the oil is more or less rancid. 

With a more extended market amongst British farmers I am 
of opinion that a very wide expansion on the trade with India in 
this direction would soon take place. 

EARTH NUT, GROUND NUT, PEA NUT, MONKEY NUT. 

Under these different names are known the seeds of the tropical 
plant Arachis hypogcea, which is so named because the seed ripens 
underground. The seed, with its crinkly shell, is well known in 
England, where it is used, especially by children, as an edible nut; 
but until lately it has not been imported to any large extent for 
manufacturing purposes. 

But although the seed has for some reason or other not found 
favour with English crushers, the exports have been considerable, 
as will be seen from the following table :—

Of this huge total, which does not include the exports from 
some countries of which statistics are not forthcoming, the bulk 
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has been exported to our friends the French. Thus the imports 
into France for 1913 from all sources amounted to 5,183,523 cwts. 
of undecorticated seed and 5,287,205 cwts. of decorticated seed, 
valued together at £7,689,670. 

Of the total exports from British territories of 7,291,969 cwts., 
valued at £4,051,060, only 216,058 cwts., valued at £93,958, were 
imported into England ; Germany's share of the exports from 
British possessions during the same period, although larger than 
the British, only amounted to 719,920 cwts., valued at £371,392. 

In the undecorticated condition Earth Nuts contain about 39% 
of oil, and when deprived of the shell 44-46%. The oil is a liquid 
ohe at ordinary temperatures of a bland taste, and is used largely 
in the manufacture of Margarine and as a substitute for Olive Oil. 

After expression of the oil, the residual cake, when manufac¬ 
tured from the decorticated seed, is the most concentrated albu¬ 
minous cattle food upon the market, often testing nearly 50% of 
Albuminoids. Why such a concentrated and valuable food has 
been practically neglected by British farmers has to me been a 
source of marvel for many years ; but there are now signs that 
this neglect will soon be a thing of the past.. Quite recently one 
of the members of the Society informed me that during the past 
winter the only concentrated foods he had used were Ground Nut 
Cake and Palm Kernel Cake, and that in the whole of his experience 
he had never obtained such satisfactory results. 

Just as in the case of Cotton Seed Cake, care must be taken 
to distinguish between the decorticated and undecorticated form, 
so with Earth Nut. The Undecorticated Cakes are fairly constant 
in character, but the degree of decortication of the decorticated 
ones varies considerably.

SESAME SEED. 

Sesame Seed (Sesamum indicum), known variously as Til, Till, 
and Teel, Gingelly, Sim-sim, and Benniseed, is grown in many 
countries, the two chief exporting countries being India and China. 
The total exports of Sesame Seed from all countries from which 
statistics were forthcoming during the year 1913 were 260,700 
tons, of which India supplied 112,200 tons, and China 121,110 
tons. 

Until quite recently the chief market for Sesame Seed was 
Marseilles, but for a few years prior to the War Germany had 
increased its consumption enormously, until in 1913 the amount 
entering Germany was more than four times the quantity dealt 
with in France. 

A glance at the following tables will show that whereas the 
Sesame Seed crushed in France came almost exclusively from 
British possessions, the Germans, in addition to 32,000 tons from 
India, had obtained what was practically a monopoly of the 
Chinese exports :—

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It will thus be seen that during the year 1913 the Germans 
crushed more Sesame Seed than was exported by the whole of 
India. During the same year the imports of Sesame Seed from 
India to the United Kingdom amounted to 6 cwts., of a value of 
£4 ! These figures are more eloquent than anything I can say 
with regard to our trade methods in the past. 

Sesame Seed contains about 54% of a liquid, slightly yellow 
oil, which is largely used as a substitute for Olive Oil, and both in 
this country and on the Continent in the manufacture of Margarine, 
&c. The lower qualities are used chiefly for soapmaking. 

The pressed cake of foreign manufacture has been imported 
into Liverpool from Marseilles, Burma, Brazil, East Africa, Egypt, 
and India, and has been used chiefly as an ingredient of Compound 
Cakes, very little finding its way directly to the farmer. 

The composition of Sesame Cake varies considerably according 
to the source of origin and the methods of crushing, but the 
following analysis of a sample from the Central Provinces of India 
may be taken as a fair average :—

The “ food units ” calculated from this analysis amount to 
151, against 133 for Linseed Cake, 157 for Decorticated Cottonseed 
Cake, 107 for Undecorticated Cottonseed Cake, and 108 for Maize. 

Practical and scientific feeding trials bear out the high estimate 
of the value of the cake as indicated by chemical analysis, and 
Mrith the exception of Decorticated Ground Nut Cake and good 
samples of Decorticated Cottonseed Cake, Sesame Cake must be 
regarded as the most valuable feeding stuff at the disposal of the 
farmer. 

With the altered conditions which are facing us in the future, 
it is to be hoped that practical means will be adopted to ensure 
that of the 112,200 tons of Sesame Seed exported from India, 
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something more than 6 cwt. of Sesame Seed of a value of £4 will 
find its way to English markets, to the benefit of our Dependency, 
the advantage of British trade and manufacturers, and, what from 
the point of view of this paper is more important, to the profit of 
British Agriculture. 

BABASSU (BASSOBA) NUT CAKE. 

Recently in a more or less experimental way there has been 
brought upon the Liverpool market the kernels of a Palm (Attalea 
funifera ), which grows in South America. The kernels contain 
about 68% of an oil very similar in composition to Palm Kernel 
and Cocoa Nut Oil, and yield a residual cake which is pleasant 
to the taste and has a feeding value about equal to that of Cocoa 
Nut Cake. Whether or not the supply of these kernels will be 
sufficient to justify the exploitation of them is at present doubtful; 
but I hope that when more normal times return the trade will 
develop sufficiently to add yet another feeding stuff to the increasing 
list at the disposal of the farmer, and I trust that when that time 
comes many of the prejudices which have prevented development 
in the past will have been cast aside and a new and more receptive 
generation will arise whose fear of innovations will have been 
scattered to the four winds of heaven.

The “ food units ” calculated from the above analysis amount 
to 118, against 133 for Linseed Cake, 157 for Decorticated Cotton¬ 
seed Cake, 107 for Undecorticated Cottonseed Cake, and 108 for 
Maize. 

While for patriotic reasons it is the duty of Englishmen to 
foster as far as possible the trade with our Colonies and Depen¬ 
dencies, I hope that the trade in Babassu Nuts will also grow. 
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The trend of events at present indicates that a wide extension of 
the trade in fatty oils, and incidentally in the production of cattle 
feeding stuffs, is one of the safeguards of an insular nation such 
as ours, not only because it materially increases the supply of 
human food directly in form of fatty foods, but because indirectly 
it enables more stock to be reared and kept on account of the 
residual cakes and meals derived from the crushing of the various 
seeds. 

* 

But beyond the foregoing most distinct advantages, the plentiful 
supply of fats is an essential factor in safeguarding the nation in 
time of war. The fats generally, when decomposed for soap or 
candle-making purposes, yield from 10—13% of Glycerine, which 
is essential to the manufacture of Nitro-glycerine, one of the most 
important of the Nitro-explosives. If for no other reason means 
should be taken to ensure that in the future trade filched from 
our British possessions by German intrigue should, if not actually 
brought to our own shores, never again be allowed to become a 
German monopoly.

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In last year's issue of the Royal Lancashire Agricultural 
Society’s Journal we drew attention to the activity of Parliament 
in the enacting of new Statutes, and described several that were 
of considerable importance to the farming community generally. 

Parliament has not been less active during 1915, but a very 
small amount of its output has primarily had reference to Agri¬ 
culture. 


THE MILK AND DAIRIES ACT, 1915. 

The first Statute to command attention is the Milk and Dairies 
(Consolidation) Act, 1915. This Act is a consolidating Statute, 
and re-enacts the main provisions of the Milk and Dairies Act, 
1914, which was described at some length in last year's issue of 
this Journal. Hence there is no need to describe it in full, and 
we may dismiss it with these remarks. 

It consolidates into one Statute the scattered legislation dealing 
with a very important topic, but it does not come into operation 
until a date not later than one year after the termination of the 
war, as the Local Government Board may direct. We will also 
repeat the advice we gave last year, viz., that it is very desirable 
that people who are concerned in the production and sale of milk 
should make themselves acquainted with its provisions, and 
perhaps still more with all Orders issued by the Board of Agriculture 
under it, and Bye-Laws made by the Local Authorities of the 
districts where they live, for the purpose of carrying it into effect. 
Copies of the Act can be obtained for a few pence either direct 
from Messrs. Wymans, Fetter Lane, London, E.C., or through 
any bookseller; and Local Authorities issue at a small fee, and 
sometimes gratis, copies of their Bye-Laws. 

MAINTENANCE OF LIVE STOCK ACT, 1915. 

Last year we noticed the Slaughter of Animals Act, 1914. 
This year has provided us with a somewhat similar Act, known 
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as the Maintenance of live Stock Act, 1915. Under the provisions 
of this Statute, the Board of Agriculture may— 

(a) Prohibit or restrict the slaughter of animals, except 
male lambs. 

(b) Prohibit or restrict the sale or exposure for sale of meat 
of immature animals which have not been imported. 

(c) Authorise Local Authorities to carry out their Orders. 

(d) Authorise officers of the Board or Local Authorities to 
enter premises where animals are slaughtered for human 
food. 

( e) Prohibit or restrict the movement of animals. 

(/) Require the marking of animals. 

By the expression 41 animals ” is meant cattle, sheep, and 
swine. If a person is proved guilty of contravening the Act, or 
an Order issued under it, he is liable to a penalty of £20. 

FINANCE (No. 2) ACT, 1915. 

The Finance (No. 2) Act, 1915, was one of the most important 
Statutes passed by Parliament during the year. Apart from its 
importance, its length is considerable, running to 51 sections. 
Practically it affects the whole community, but there are certain 
sections in it of considerable importance to Agriculturists. These 
relate to Income Tax. There are doubtless some readers of this 
Journal who own land; as such, they will already be acquainted 
with Income Tax under Schedule A, which, in common parlance, 
is known as Landlord's Property Tax. By this time they will have 
learned that Section 20 has material interest for them, as it raised 
the previous rate of Income Tax by 40%, viz., to 3s. 6d. in the £, 
although for the year ending April 5th, 1915, the rate was to be 
increased only 20%, that is to 3s. in the £. 

Section 21, dealing with the reduction, exemption, and abate¬ 
ment, will be of interest to most of our readers. Under the Finance 
Act, 1894, a person whose income did not exceed £160 per annum 
was allowed complete exemption, if he cared to claim it. Similarly 
people with incomes over £160, but not exceeding £700, were 
allowed abatement. Section 21 of the new Act alters the limit for 
exemption, and reduces the allowances for abatement as follows :— 

Only people whose income from all sources does not exceed 
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£130 can claim exemption, and individuals whose income exceeds 
this limit but does not exceed £400 can claim an abatement of 
£120; whilst those whose incomes exceed £400 but do not exceed 
£600 can claim abatement upon £100. 

Section 22 of the new Act is the one section in it which doubtless 
is most important to a tenant farmer. Hitherto a tenant farmer's 
income has been assessed (under the Finance Act, 1896, Sect. 26 
and 27) on one-third of the annual value of his holding. In most 
cases the expression " annual value ” would mean the full rent 
that he paid for his farm, no deduction in his case being allowed 
for either repairs or tithe rent charge ; thus previously if a farmer 
paid £480 rent, it would be assumed in most cases that his income 
was one-third of this amount, viz., £160, and if he had no other 
source of income he could claim complete exemption, and would 
thus be free from the payment of Income Tax. 

Under the new legislation, the whole annual value of the farm 
is taken as the basis of his income, and hence a farmer whose rent 
is £480 per annum will in the future be assessed to Income Tax at 
£480, less an abatement of £100 ; and thus (if he were uninsured 
and had no children under 16 years of age), he would pay on £380, 
at the rate current for earned income, if he himself worked and 
managed his holding. This means a very material difference in 
his contributions to the Exchequer. 

We have noted above that the farmer who paid £480 rent 
previously would escape payment; in normal cases he wiO now 
pay on £380, and at the current rate of Is. 9d. and three-fiichs of 
a penny in the £, this will make a difference of £33 a year to him. 

It is proper to state that the occupying tenant need not be 
assessed on the hypothetical assessment provided for under 
Schedule B, if he cares to exercise his option to be assessed under 
Schedule D. Admittedly Schedule B is based on an assumption, 
and that assumption is that a farmer’s income is approximately 
equal to his rent. 

Now a person holding a farm, and paying £480 rent per annum, 
might make £480 profit, but the probability is that he would 
make either more or less. If he wishes he cafi be assessed on the 
actual income or profit that he makes. The Schedule under 
which such an assessment is made is known as Schedule D, and it 
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is the one under which an ordinary business house is assessed. It 
is too late for the year ending April 5th, 1916, to exercise this 
option, as it should have been done before February 7th, 1916; 
but we believe that there are many farmers considering seriously 
whether they should elect to be assessed under Schedule D, or 
remain passive and be content to have their Income Tax based 
on their rent. Obviously if a man is making more income than 
his rent, he would be well advised to make no change in the matter. 
Many aver, however, that their income is not equal to their rent; 
if this be the case, obviously it would pay them to be assessed 
under Schedule D. At the same time it is only proper to point 
out that assessment under Schedule D involves a certain amount 
of labour and trouble. In the first place it means accurate book¬ 
keeping, and before a man can draw out a proper Profit and Loss 
Account, it is obvious that there must be a correct preliminary 
balance sheet at the beginning of the year, as well as a balance 
sheet at the end of the year. Two stumbling blocks often deter 
farmers from keeping books on the same scientific method that 
would obtain in a business house. In the first place it is not easy 
for the farmer at the beginning of the year to place an accurate 
value on one of his assets in particular, viz., his tenant right. In 
the second place, surveyors of taxes are not inclined to accept any 
sort of a home-made balance sheet. It is well known that nearly 
all business firms of any dimensions employ a chartered or incor¬ 
porated accountant to draw out their balance sheets for Income 
Tax purposes; and somewhat naturally the Inland Revenue 
Auth( ities are more inclined to accept such certified trading 
accounts. We understand that in some districts some surveyors 
of taxes have even gone a little further, and insisted, or tried to 
insist, that the valuation of the tenant right and the valuing of 
the stock should be carried out by a professional valuer. We are 
not aware how far such requisitions have been acceded to, but 
strictly we believe that the surveyors were asking in this matter 
for rather more than they were legally entitled to. 

Another minor point in the production of a farmer's trading 
account is often a source of trouble, viz., considerable amounts of 
his produce, such as butter, eggs, &c., are used in his household, 
and these, of course, have to be taken into account before arriving 
at the net profit. On the whole we should say that most farmers 
would be well advised if they continued to be assessed under 
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Schedule B, rather than invite the trouble that awaits them if 
they wish to prove their incomes under Schedule D. 

Under whatever Schedule a farmer cares to be assessed, there 
are two important deductions that he is allowed to make and 
which are sometimes overlooked. The first is that provided for 
under Section 24 of the Act, viz., a person whose income is under 
£500 per annum can claim an allowance of £25 for each child under 
16 years of age dependent upon him for its maintenance. The 
other allowance that we refer to is the relief in respect of life 
insurance premiums paid by the taxpayer either on his own life 
or that of his wife. He is allowed to deduct such premiums from 
his income up to the extent of one-sixth of such income. Thus a 
farmer whose rent was £300 per annum, and who had no other 
source of income, would be allowed the usual abatement of £120, 
£25 for each child under 16, and the actual premiums paid on his 
life policy or his wife's, up to a limit of £50. 

There is one other Section in the Finance Act that may be of 
interest to our readers. It is well known that Lancashire set a good 
example to the rest of the country in the matter of recruiting, and 
doubtless the Agriculturists of the county have in this matter taken 
their full share of their national responsibilities. Section 25 of the 
Act permits soldiers and sailors to claim pre-war rates of Income Tax 
in certain cases, and enacts that where any person who during 
the current Income Tax year has served, or is serving, as a member 
of any of the Naval or Military Forces of the Crown, or in any 
work of the British Red Cross Society, or the St. John Ambulance 
Society, or any other body with similar objects, proves that his 
total income from all sources does not exceed £300, and that he 
is assessed or charged to Income Tax, or has paid Income Tax 
either by way of deduction or otherwise on his pay in connection 
with any such service, he shall be entitled to claim such relief 
from Income Tax as will reduce the amount of the tax on that 
pay to the amount which would have been payable at the rate in 
force immediately before the commencement of the present war. 
Moreover, this relief is in addition to, and not in derogation of, any 
exemption or other relief or abatement under the Income Tax 
Acts, and shall not be subject to the reduction, exemption, and 
abatement for which provision is made in the new Act. 

There are many other Sections in the Finance (No. 2) Act, 
1915, dealing with Customs and Excise, Super-tax, Excess Profit 
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Duties, &c., of vital importance to merchants and wealthy people, 
but perhaps have no such(great immediate concern to the majority 
of tenant farmers. 

INCREASE OF RENT AND MORTGAGE INTEREST ACT, 1915. 

There is one more Act that we may notice which is not Agri¬ 
cultural, but which may be of interest to many of our readers, as 
we believe that many farmers sub-let houses on their holding, 
and frequently invest their surplus capital in real estate. The 
Increase of Rent and Mortgage Interest Act was passed towards 
the end of December. It provides that where the rent of a dwelling- 
house to which the Act applies, or the rate of interest on a mortgage 
to which the Act applies, has been since the beginning of the war, 
or is hereafter during its continuance, increased above the standard 
rent or the standard rate of interest, the amount by which the 
rent or interest payable exceeds the amount which would have 
been payable had the increase not been made, shall be irrecoverable. 
In other words, it means that the landlords of certain kinds of small 
property and certain mortgagees cannot either raise the rent or 
rate of interest; and further cannot eject a tenant so long as he 
continues to pay rent at the agreed rate as implied by the Act, and 
performs the other conditions of his tenancy, except on the ground 
that the tenant has committed waste, or has been guilty of conduct 
which is a nuisance to adjoining occupiers, or that the premises 
are reasonably required by the landlord for the occupation of 
himself, or some other person in his employ, or on some other 
ground which may be deemed satisfactory by the Court making 
such an Order. Similarly the mortgagee cannot call in the money 
due under a mortgage to which the Act applies, so long as the 
mortgagor pays his standard rate of interest and is not more than 
21 days in arrear, and performs and observes the covenants of his 
mortgage deed. 

The expression “ standard rent ” means the rent at which a 
dwelling-house was let on 3rd August, 1914, or where it was first 
let after that date, the rent at which it was first let. Similarly 
the expression “ standard rate of interest ” means the rate in 
force on 3rd August, 1914, or, in the case of a mortgage created 
since that date, the original rate of interest. The Act applies to 
houses where the rent or rateable value does not exceed £35 per 
annum if-situated in the Metropolitan Police District area, £30 
for a house in Scotland, and £26 for a house elsewhere. 
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Two little qualifications should be noted, viz., where the land¬ 
lord has since the commencement of the present war incurred 
expenditure on the improvement or structural alteration of a house 
(but not including expenditure on decorations or repairs), he can 
increase the rent at a rate not exceeding 6% per annum on the 
amount so expended. 

Further, where the landlord pays the rates and the Local 
Authority has increased the rates, he is entitled to increase his 
rent to an amount equivalent to the increase of the rates. 

AGRICULTURAL CASES IN 1915. 

The chief Agricultural cases decided in 1915, possibly with one 
exception, have not been either numerous or important. 

The case of Lord Ashburton v. Gray (reported in Weekly Notes, 
1915, p. 201) is of some importance to Tenant Right Valuers, as it 
shows that the discretion of the arbitrator as to the costs of and 
incidental to an arbitration, under the Agricultural Holdings Act, 
1908, is absolutely unfettered, and the Court will not interfere 
with his award as to costs. 

DUTY OF TENANT TO CULTIVATE. 

In our judgment the really important case of the year is 
Williams v. Lewis (reported in the Times Law Reports , October 
29th, 1915). It is concerned with the duty of a tenant to cultivate, 
even when there is no provision in the tenancy agreement on the 
point. It was an action by the plaintiff, the landlord of a farm 
called the Twyn Farm, Llangibby, against the defendant, the late 
tenant of the farm, to recover damages for breach of his implied 
obligations arising out of the tenancy. The tenancy agreement 
was not in writing, and there were no special terms. 

Mr. Justice Bray asked this question, " What is the extent of 
the implied obligations of the tenant of a farm to his landlord ? ” 
And he answered : “ The Jaw implies an undertaking on the part 
of the agricultural tenant to cultivate the land in a husbandlike 
manner, unless there is a particular agreement dispensing with 
that engagement; and the bare relation of landlord and tenant 
is a sufficient consideration for the tenant's promise to cultivate 
the land in a good and husbandlike manner according to the custom 
of the country." His Lordship explained that “ the custom of 
the country does not imply an immemorial or universal usage, but 
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only the prevalent usage of the neighbourhood where the land lies, 
which has subsisted for a considerable time. Evidence that the 
holding has been managed in accordance with the custom of the 
country is proof that it has been treated in a good and husbandlike 
manner/' 

The whole case is interesting and of fundamental importance, 
and its teaching may be summed up as follows :— 

Where at the commencement of an agricultural tenancy the 
land is below proper condition, the tenant, in the absence of an 
expressed agreement to the contrary, does not fulfil his obligation 
by leaving the farm in the same condition as when he took it, but 
is bound to farm properly down to its termination, and if he does 
so, he is not liable by reason of the fact that at its termination the 
land has not got into proper condition. This of course might well 
happen if the tenancy had been a short one, say only two or three 
years. 

In the same way, if at the commencement the land is in better 
than proper condition as a result of high farming, he is not bound 
to keep it in such better condition, so long as he farms properly. 
But the Judge was careful to explain that if the tenant during his 
tenancy had raised the land to a better condition than it had been 
at the commencement, he was not allowed during the last year 
or two to lower it to its former condition. His business is to 
continue farming properly to the end of his tenancy. He need 
not do more than that, but he must do that. This does not involve 
the proposition that if the tenant has at any time got the land 
into better condition than proper condition, he must always keep 
it so, but merely that he must not lower it by improper farming ; 
e.g., if he has been putting a lot of dung on a field, it might not be 
improper farming, in the case of grass land, to mow it two years 
running, or in the case of arable to have two crops of corn running. 

In the event of the tenant’s breach of his obligation to farm 
properly, the measure of damages is not, apart from custom, the 
manurial value of the hay and straw improperly removed, but is 
the injury to the reversion, that is the diminution of the rent 
which the landlord can obtain on re-letting. 

There is one other case under the Agricultural Holdings Act 
worthy of description, both on account of the amount involved 
and the need of observing the exact terms of an agreement. In 
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re Pullen-Burry v. Lancing College (1915, 138 Law Times), there 
was a lease in which the tenant covenanted to plant nine-tenths 
of the land with standard fruit trees. The lessees agreed to pay 
compensation at the end of the tenancy for " all standard fruit 
trees then growing on the said premises, and for all bush trees and 
other crops then growing on the said premises/' In addition to 
fruit trees, the tenant had planted ten million bulbs, and claimed 
£8,000 in respect of them. It was held that the bulbs were not 
“ other crops growing on the s?id premises " within the meaning 
of the covenant. 


RESUMPTION OF LAND. 

Not infrequently landlords often reserve in the tenancy agree¬ 
ment the right of resuming possession of a part or even the whole 
of the holding for building or other purposes. 

During the year the writer has known cases which have operated 
very hardly on the tenant farmer who had inadvertently signed a 
lease containing a clause of this character ; in other words a tenant 
has found himself dispossessed of his farm at a month or some very 
short period of notice, as it was urgently required for the building 
of factories. 

The case of Kinimouth v. British Aluminium Company, 
Limited (1915, Scotch Cases, 271), illustrates the writer's meaning. 
The lease reserved to the landlord “ the right of sale or resuming 
possession of any part of the lands let by him," the tenant to 
receive a proper deduction from his rent, and surface damage to 
his crops, but it contained no provision in regard to any notice 
to be given to the tenant. It was held that the provision in the 
lease for compensation and deduction impliedly excluded any 
right in the tenant to notice ; in other words, the landlord could 
resume possession on demand. This shows the importance to the 
tenant to consider carefully beforehand any such covenant, and 
bargain for both an area limit as to the land to be taken, and 
some provision as to notice. 

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

The case of Whiting v. Ivens (1915, 31, Times Law Reports , 
493) was a somewhat curious one. The respondent kept horses 
for his 'bus, and his servants to whom he paid 28s. per week to 
look after them. One horse was undoubtedly in poor* condition, 
and the servant was convicted of cruelty under Section l (1) of the 
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Protection of Animals Act, 1911. The master was summoned for 
permitting the horse to be cruelly ill-treated, but the Justices 
dismissed the information on the ground that the burden of proving 
want of reasonable care was on the prosecution, and that there 
was no evidence of want of reasonable care. It was held that the 
Justices were wrong in law, and that on the evidence given it was 
open to them to convict. 

DOGS. 

* 

Actions in respect to dogs and their doings frequently figure 
in the Law Courts. The under-mentioned case illustrates an 
incident which might occur to any farmer when driving to or 
from market. We refer to the case of Miligan v. Henderson (1915, 
Scotch Cases , 1030). The plaintiff was riding a bicycle. The 
defendant was driving his waggonette, and his dog was running 
closely behind it. As the cyclist was passing the waggonette, the 
dog jumped out from behind, got in front of the cycle, and the 
lady rider lost control and was injured. 

Admittedly the dog was somewhat of a frolicsome nature, 
being only ten months old, but it was not a vicious dog, nor had 
it previously displayed any tendency to run at cyclists in particular. 
Hence it was held that its owner, viz., the driver of the waggonette 
was not liable for injury resulting from the accident. 

SHEEP STRAYING ON HIGHWAY. 

Very many cases have occurred lately where sheep, horses, or 
cows have strayed from fields adjoining highways through defective 
fences, and have come into collision with motor cars driving thereon. 
The point at issue has been whether the owner of the sheep, etc., 
was liable for the damage done to the car, or vice-versa. 

We may mention the fact that the owner of sheep or other 
cattle straying on the highway is liable to a small fine under the 
Highways Act for their trespass ; but we are not considering the 
case of the statutory liability of the owner of the sheep, but his 
civil liability in cases where collision has occurred between his 
animals and other peoples' traps or motor cars. In the case of 
Heath's Garage, Limited, v. Hodges (1915, Weekly Notes , 390), 
the plaintiff was the owner of a motor car, and was driving it 
along the highway in daylight at the reasonable speed of 16 miles 
per hour. He saw 20 sheep in front of him unattended ; in fact 
the sheep, had strayed from an adjoining field through a defective 
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fence ; the plaintiff put on his brakes, but almost immediately 
two of the sheep (which were somewhat behind the main flock) 
jumped from the bank on the near side, and one came into collision 
with the steering apparatus, so much so that the driver lost control 
of the car, which was overturned and damaged. The plaintiff of 
course sued the owner of the straying sheep. It was held that, 
whether the case was put on the ground of negligence, nuisance, 
or breach of statutory duty, the defendant was not liable, as the 
accident was caused either by the fault of the driver, or an act of 
the sheep which the defendant, as a reasonable man, would not 
anticipate. 

Mr. Justice Lush, however, was careful to explain that if the 
accident had occurred at night , and the sheep had strayed through 
defective fences, and if the driver was driving with due regard to 
all such possible risks, negligence would be imputed to the owner 
of the sheep, and he would be liable for the results due to their 
trespassing. 

OWNER’S RISK AND DEMURRAGE CASES. 

There have been one or two interesting railway cases in which 
farmers have been concerned. Gunyon v. South-Eastern and 
Chatham Railway Company (1915, K.B., 370) was one of them, 
and the consignor was in the happy position of succeeding against 
the Company. The plaintiff had consigned fruit from Sitting- 
bourne to Glasgow per passenger train at reduced rates on the 
terms of a consignment note, which relieved the defendants from 
all liability for delay except upon proof that such delay arose 
from wilful misconduct on the part of the defendants’ servants. 
From London to Glasgow the fruit had travelled by goods train, 
and had deteriorated owing to a delay of 24 hours. It was held 
that conveyance by passenger train was of the essence of the 
contract, and that when fruit was sent by goods train the contract 
was no longer being performed, and the fruit was no longer being 
carried at the owner’s risk. Hence the Railway Company was 
not free from liability. 

The defendant in the case of L. & Y. Railway Company v. 
Swann (1915, 140, Law Times Journal , 156) was not quite so 
fortunate. This was a claim for the demurrage of trucks. The 
plaintiff had consigned two wagons of mangolds to M., who, on 
their arrival, instructed plaintiffs to transfer them to the defendant. 
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The Railway Company thereupon sent the defendant an advice 
note, informing him of the arrival of the goods, and stating that 
demurrage would be charged if the goods were not removed within 
two days or 48 hours from the despatch of the advice note. The 
advice note was received by the defendant on a Saturday morning, 
and unfortunately the station yard was closed on that day at 1 
p.m. until the following Monday. The defendant, however, did 
set to work on Saturday morning to unload the mangolds, and 
also worked all day on Monday with the same object, "but still he 
had a balance left over which he was obliged to remove on Tuesday. 
In an action for one day's demurrage in respect of the truck that 
was not unloaded till the Tuesday, it was held that the defendant 
was bound by the conditions on the advice note, whether he had 
read them or not, that Saturday must be counted as a full day, 
and that the defendant accordingly had not removed the goods 
within the stipulated time and was liable. 

MILK PROSECUTIONS. 

Milk prosecutions are very common features in the Law Courts, 
and scarcely a year passes without a decision on some novel or 
interesting point. We consider that McNair v. Jerroni (1915, 
1 K.B., 526), was the typically interesting milk case in the year 
1915. Strictly the defendant was not a vendor of milk ; really 
he was a confectioner and tea house keeper. An inspector, 
however, one day applied to the manager of the defendant's shop 
for a glass of milk for the purpose of analysis. There was milk 
in a pan on the counter, but the manager had instructions not to 
sell the milk alone, but only to add it to cups of tea and other 
beverages, and the milk in the pan was for that purpose only. 
Hence he refused to sell the glass of milk to the inspector. On 
being summoned, it was held that, although the milk was intended 
to be sold only in the manner indicated, nevertheless the milk 
had been exposed for sale, and was for sale by retail within the 
meaning of Section 17 of the Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1875, 
and that the defendant was accordingly liable to a penalty for 
refusing to sell it. 

MASTER AND SERVANT. 

We observed last year that many cases relative to the Law of 
Master and Servant were decided annually in the High Courts. 
At least 120 to 150 are annually reported in the Law Reports, Law 
Times , and other organs of a similar character. This number 
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moreover, does not by any means represent the total number of 
cases tried in the High Courts, but merely those which raise some 
novel and generally hitherto unexplained point of law. Of course 
it is not claimed that a big proportion of these deal with Agriculture. 
The three under-mentioned cases in which farmers were concerned 
may be of interest to our readers, as similar circumstances might 
arise any day on a farm. 

The two first that we shall describe had reference to the ascer¬ 
taining of the average weekly wage of the injured servant. It is 
well known that the compensation in the case of partial or per¬ 
manent incapacity is in the first place based on the average weekly 
wage of the injured person during the year preceding the accident. 
The case of Roper v. Hussey-Freke (1915, 3, K.B., 222) certainly 
illustrated a novel point. The applicant appears to have had 
more work than he could do himself, and was thus under the 
necessity of partially sub-letting it, or in other words of employing 
labour to help him to get through his work. He was employed 
by the respondent on a dairy farm. He himself hired a boy at 
3s. 6d. per week and board, in order to help him to get through 
his duties. The boy's board was calculated as being worth 3s. 6d. 
per week ; and thus approximately he paid 7s. out per week to a 
sub-workman. Further, his two sisters who lived in his 
house also helped him. There was no definite contract with them, 
but he boarded them, and occasionally gave them pocket-money, 
and it was agreed that their board and pocket-money was worth 
15s. 9d. per week. What was his weekly earnings ? Should the 
7s. paid for boy and his board and the 15s. 9d. (the equivalent 
of the sisters’ board) be deducted before his own net wages were 
arrived at ? 

The County Court Judge did deduct the 7s., as there was a 
definite contract with the boy ; but he refused to deduct the 
15s. 9d. contributed by the applicant as the equivalent of the 
board of the sisters, as there was no binding contract with 
such sisters. 

The question of average weekly earnings came up for decision, 
too, in the case of Williams v. Hollings (1915, 140, Law Times 
Journal , 48), where the plaintiff was an elderly woman who was 
by no means so lucky as the applicant in the last described case. 
This elderly woman was engaged on a farm during the damson¬ 
picking season. Her sole earnings before the accident amounted 
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to 32s; Hd. It is almost superfluous to add that fruit picking 
is.a seasonable trade, and extends over approximately six weeks, 
and this old woman earned nothing during the rest of the year. 
There was no evidence before the Court of the average weekly 
earnings during twelve months of a person in the same grade as 
the plaintiff, employed at the same work by the same employer. 
What evidence there was showed that a damson picker earned 
about Jls. per week during the season, or say 70s. for the six or 
seven weeks that the season continued. What was this woman’s 
weekly average earnings ? Ought the 70s. to be divided by six 
weeks or by 52 weeks. 

The County Court Judge divided the 70s. by 52 weeks, and 
thus arrived at Is. 4d. as her average weekly earnings during the 
twelve months prior to the accident, and, as the case was one of 
partial incapacity due to an accident, he awarded her eightpence 
per week (that is half of her assumed weekly wage) from the date 
of the accident, and during the old lady’s incapacity. Further, it 
was held that his decision was right. It appears from this case 
that it would pay the employer to employ for seasonable trades 
those who have no other source of employment during the rest 
of the year. 

We now come to our final case, which shows the reverse side 
of the shield, as it illustrates circumstances where the employer's 
liability is greatly magnified through the wilful misconduct of the 
servant. Supposing the servant is under the influence of drink 
when the accident occurs ? What is his master's liability ? In 
the case of Williams v. Llandudno Coach and Carriage Company 
(1915, 2 K.B., 101), a stableman was employed for the purpose of 
chopping and mixing feed for the horses. Further he had to carry 
the feed up to a loft, and the loft was reached by a vertical ladder 
attached to the wall. While ascending, the stableman slipped, fell 
sideways, and was killed. It was proved that the stableman was 
under the influence of drink when he climbed the ladder. Never¬ 
theless the master was held liable, as the man was acting within 
the sqope of his employment, although the accident was due to 
his own serious and wilful misconduct. The dependants of the 
deceased stableman substantiated their claim to compensation.

1 (Barrister-at-Law). 
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The War has created many new bodies, but not the least 
important from the Agricultural point of view has been the estab¬ 
lishment of War Agricultural Committees in each County, for the 
purpose of producing and conserving more food for the nation, 
and incidentally at the same time to set up arrangements to 
encourage the employment of women in Agriculture. In the first 
instance, Lord Milner's Committee in October, 1915, recommended 
the idea of forming such Committees, and it was readily taken 
up by Lord Selbome for the Board of Agriculture, who, in turn, 
urged every County Council to organise Committees, with a repre¬ 
sentative from each rural parish in the County, for the purpose of 
initiating and carrying out the work. 

When the matter came before the Lancashire County Council, 
they left it in the hands of their Agricultural Sub-Committee, who 
decided to co-opt additional members, representatives of the 
leading Agricultural organisations, with further Sub-Committees, 
so that every township in the County should be represented. 
Having done this, the preliminary arrangements were concluded, 
and since November last, meetings have been held in various parts 
of the County to deal with the subjects suggested in the circular, 
which was sent out by the Board of Agriculture, December 10th, 
1915. 

The chief points dealt with in the circular were :— 

1. Labour. 

2. Supply of Implements, Agricultural Machinery, &c. 

3. Manures and Feeding Stuffs. 

4. Maintenance and Increase of Food Supply. 

5. General. 


1.—LABOUR. 

Taking them in the foregoing order, the most surprising and 
satisfactory feature in regard to labour has been the splendid 
response the women of Lancashire have made to the appeal for 
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women workers in the field. In this respect, Lancashire had 
somewhat forestalled the suggestions made by the Board of 
Agriculture. Early in June, 1915, a meeting was held in Preston, 
at which Lady Derby presided. Officials and Committees were 
appointed to canvass women and farmers in each township, and 
generally to set in motion machinery for inducing women to work 
on the land, and farmers to employ them. An extraordinary and 
unforeseen fillip was given to the movement by the wholesale 
exodus of Irish labourers from Lancashire when the registration 
of males between 16 and 65 took place in August, 1915. Up to 
that date, with the Irishmen still in the County, and an exceedingly 
light hay crop, the labour trouble in Lancashire was certainly not 
acute. From this date, August 14th, and right down to the time 
of writing these notes, the women have come forward most enthu¬ 
siastically, facing weather and difficulties which, in ordinary times, 
no employer would have asked them to face, and bearing up, week 
after week, some with the fixed idea of earning and saving a little 
extra money ; others, not really needing the money, doing it 
from a patriotic motive alone. War Agricultural Committees in 
other Counties are endeavouring to persuade Irishmen to return ; 
others are trying to obtain Danes and Belgians. Others, again, 
are asking for children of twelve years of age, and even younger, 
to be released from school to help in the fields, but so far as is 
known up to the present, not a single request has been made by 
any District War Committee in Lancashire for young children, 
and if the women work in the summer and autumn as they have 
done during the spring, there will be no need for local Committees 
to make such requests. Two or three years ago, if Lancashire 
farmers had been told they could get through their heavy spring 
work without Irishmen, they would have said at once, “ Impossible/' 
To the credit of the farmers let it be said that they have greatly 
helped the movement by the liberal wages and conditions they 
have given in most instances. 

This employment of women has been assisted by the Labour 
Bureau, with Miss Knowles, of Warrington, at the head. She has 
given ungrudgingly of her time to help forward the movement, 
and when women volunteered from urban districts who had had 
no experience, she approached the County Council, and they very 
kindly trained such women for a month, and gave them some 
idea of the work. Some estate farms, and farmers, have also 
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assisted in a similar manner. Still, apart from the work of the 
Labour Bureau, hundreds of women, relatives or neighbours of 
farmers, have worked without troubling to register their names 
at the Labour Bureau or even with the local representative. Some 
parts of the county have facilities given to them by the Military 
Authorities in releasing soldiers for work. There are a great many 
training camps, and though, as a rule, men only work short days, 
they are exceedingly useful. 

Lord Selbome suggests that farmers might help one another 
but with such a shortage of experienced men it is difficult to see 
how it could be satisfactorily carried out. Where there is a 
scarcity of labour-saving implements, such as swathe turners, 
self-binders, hay elevators, potato diggers, &c., it is probable that 
a mutual benefit would result from the interchange of labour and 
implements, but the majority of Lancashire farmers prefer to cut 
and harvest their crops at the right time, and struggle through 
with the help of women and other casual labour, instead of waiting 
till their neighbours have finished. 


2.—SUPPLY OF IMPLEMENTS, &c. 

War Agricultural Committees have scarcely been able to touch 
this question, owing to the difficulty which is experienced in 
obtaining new machinery. As there is every likelihood of this 
question becoming more acute, it is difficult to see what steps can 
be taken in the matter. 


3.—MANURES AND FEEDING STUFFS. 

In this respect Lancashire is peculiarly fortunate. Liverpool 
and Manchester, and, to a smaller extent, Preston, Fleetwood, 
Lancaster, and Barrow-in-Furness being seaport towns, farmers 
living near these towns have a distinct advantage over farmers in 
the Midlands. Added to this, there are various Co-operative 
Societies actively engaged in the distribution of foodstuffs and 
manures, and farmers are not slow to take advantage of the facilities 
which these Societies offer. Therefore the Lancashire War Agri¬ 
cultural Committee may leave this matter to work in the usual 
channels. 
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4.—MAINTENANCE AND INCREASE OF FOOD SUPPLY. 

Here we arrive at the most difficult part of the work of War 
Agricultural Committees. If Committees are short of other things, 
they are certainly not short of advice. In some cases they receive 
good advice in theory, but exceedingly difficult to carry out in 
practice. For instance, they are urged to report all land insuffi¬ 
ciently farmed, and not producing as much food as it ought to do. 
Who can fix a standard which would be considered a*fair one for 
the whole of the County ? What would be described as good 
farming in one district might be described as poor in another. 
There are so many factors to consider. In the market gardening 
districts, where high farming has been carried out for generations, 
an acre of potatoes or wheat will invariably give a much higher 
return than an acre on some of the bleak high-lying fields we find 
in other districts. As it is impossible to set up a standard of crop 
returns for the County, so also is it difficult to find a remedy, even 
if members of Committees are willing to report on bad farming 
in their districts. There is no law to compel a man to spend more 
money in manure and labour, and without these two essentials 
more food cannot be produced. All that Committees can do is to 
appeal to the patriotic spirit of such men, and members of Com¬ 
mittees themselves, in their own particular districts, to set an 
example by endeavouring to secure the highest possible return 
on their own holdings. 

There is not the slightest doubt that even in Lancashire, with 
a little more enterprise, considerably more food could be produced. 
Many pasture fields and meadows receive what might be termed 
" systematic neglect ” ; the occupiers never think of putting any 
manure on them, end while this may be pardoned on water-logged, 
rushy meadows, yet it is quite certain that there are many cases 
where a small expenditure on suitable artificial manures would 
produce a great increase in grass or hay. It is all the more neces¬ 
sary at the present moment, because the demands of the Army 
for forage in Lancashire are very heavy, therefore any meadow 
land which can be made to produce more hay or grass will be 
helping to fill up the deficiency caused by the purchases on behalf 
of the Army. 

Take also the question of arable land. There are cases where 
a dressing of lime, phosphates, or nitrogen would produce excellent

results, but no steps are taken. In regard to cropping, there are 
some fields which are expected to grow wheat which would grow 
oats and rye far better; other cases, where mangolds are put in 
odd weedy corners, instead of having the best field on the farm. 
Another item which requires some attention from the War Agri¬ 
cultural Committees is the improvement of cattle. Why should 
cross-bred bulls from unknown parents be used, when the Board 
of Agriculture, through the County Live Stock Committee, is 
prepared to give grants for the establishment of pure-bred pedigree 
bulls for the benefit of farmers. It costs no more to rear good 
beasts than inferior ones, and it is only necessary to visit some of 
the fairs and sales to realise that, good as the cattle are as a rule 
in Lancashire, Ihere is plenty of room for improvement. 

Reports have been sent in to the Lancashire War Agricultural 
Committee respecting land liable to be flooded, and other areas, 
such as golf links, &c., which are not producing as much food as 
they might. In Lancashire there are several large tracts of land 
which might with advantage be pumped dry, and a visit to the 
Fens in Cambridge and Lincoln, or even to the Parish of Altcar 
in Lancashire, will convince anyone that immense quantities of 
food could be produced on similar areas in Lancashire provided 
the proper machinery was constructed to deal with the water. If 
the Lancashire War Agricultural Committee is continued after 
the war (and the general idea is that it will be), some results may 
be achieved, but at the present time it is almost impossible to get 
the necessary machinery and erect it, even if the owners and farmers 
would agree to a scheme. 

War Agricultural Committees can keep watch over sluice 
outfalls, &c., and report to the Drainage Commissioners where 
such are established, and endeavour to keep the land as dry as 
possible. 

One great outstanding difficulty in regard to the “ Increase of 
Food Supply ” is the lack of labour. As previously stated, women 
are coming forward splendidly, but experienced men are absolutely 
necessary for a great deal of work on a farm, and it behoves all 
farmers who are members of Tribunals to carefully consider the 
merits of each case, and where possible try and retain essential 
workmen on the land. Most large farmers, with a few ineligible 
men to work horses, &c., can manage with women, but men on

small holdings, where nearly all the work is heavy, find great 
difficulty in carrying on, and it is here that the maintenance of 
the food supply will fail, unless soldiers or other male labour is 
made easy to obtain. 

Having dealt with the question of increasing or maintaining 
the Food Supply, the next point to consider is how to conserve it. 
After spending money in manure and labour to produce greater 
crops, it is often disheartening to see the depredations* caused by 
rooks, wood-pigeons, sparrows, and game, and a further toll taken 
by rats and mice in the stacks. In this respect the Lancashire 
War Agricultural Committee has already taken action. In 
March last a shoot of wood-pigeons was organised, and it is com¬ 
puted that in the South-West alone about 1,500 were destroyed. 
The old sparrow and rat rates have been revived, and owners of 
rookeries have been requested to destroy young ones more effectively 
this year. With regard to game, most landlords have abandoned 
the system of hand rearing pheasants, and except in one or two 
districts hares have been reduced. There is still room, however, 
for a further reduction, and it is hoped that the landlords will 
give tenants more liberty in this respect, at any Late during the 
war. 

Most tenants are sportsmen themselves, and will readily agree 
to resume pre-war conditions after the war is over. An appeal has 
been made to cottagers to cultivate their gardens and allotments, 
but the high prices for foodstuffs have been a greater incentive 
than anything else, and as a rule cottage gardens have never been 
so well cultivated as they are at present. 

It may be asked : What can the War Agricultural Committees 
do in the immediate future ? To begin with, they can as a 
recognised body approach landowners, farmers, and others; 
they can communicate with landlords respecting game, drainage, 
and badly cultivated farms. Landowners are, as a rule, sufficiently 
patriotic to quickly deal with the first two items. In regard to the 
last qne a more difficult situation presents itself, but a word from 
the owner would carry far more weight than any representations 
made to the farmer by the War Agricultural Committee. If the 
farmer is really in need of money to purchase manures and stock, 
who is in a better position to assist him to obtain greater results from 
his farm, if he is worthy of it, than the owner ? If he is an indolent 
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man, and not worth helping, then who again can deal with the 
situation better than the owner of the farm ? With regard to 
farmers, the Committee can bring the farmer and the agricultural 
experts, Dr. Milburn and his staff, more in touch with one 
another. Dr. Milburn is always ready to give his valuable advice 
whenever farmers require it, and now is the time for them to 
take advantage of the efforts of scientific men on their behalf, 
and no one is more qualified to speak on Lancashire farming either 
in science or practice than Dr. Milburn. The War Agricultural 
Committee appeals to farmers direct to abandon all selfish motives 
and do their best to make their returns higher and higher in order 
to prevent as far as possible so much money going abroad. It is 
not enough to simply plough the land and grow wheat in such a 
County as this. Vegetables, milk, cheese, fruit, poultry, and eggs 
are all necessary articles where there are so many industrial towns. 
These all require a great amount of labour, and some of them 
seven days a week. Sunday labour is trying at the best of times, 
but it is hoped that all farmers and their workmen will respond 
to the appeal, and if a little extra work is required from them, 
they will do it with a good will. 

What the future of the Committee will be it is impossible 
to say. It has not yet been decided whether it will be continued 
after the war, but the war is not over yet, and the usefulness of 
the Committee might be more apparent next winter than now. 
At any rate, with the Chairman, Mr. Windham E. Hale, the Vice- 
Chairman, Mr. W. Fitzherbert-Brockholes, the valuable assistance 
given by Sir Harcourt Clare and his staff, and an enthusiastic body 
of men like the Lancashire Committee, it is not likely that anything 
will be left undone that can be done, and if similar conditions 
prevail in other counties, then War Agricultural Committees will 
have proved their worth, and the Board of Agriculture will consider 
it was justified in establishing these Committees, as a link between 
the Board and farmers and all others concerned in the increase of 
food production in these most critical times.

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The Employment of Women in 
Agriculture during the War* 


In view of the shortage of labour at the present tipie, it may 
be of interest to record the steps that are being taken in the 
County to promote the employment of women in Agriculture 
during the War. 

In June last a Committee was appointed to deal with this 
question, and Lancashire was most fortunate in securing the 
countenance and support, as Chairman, of the Countess of Derby, 
who not only attends the meetings but takes a keen practical 
interest in the furtherance of the work. The Vice-chairmen are 
Mr. W. Fitzherbert-Brockholes and Mrs. Rawstome. 

The duties of Honorary Secretaries are being undertaken by 
Mr. Windham E. Hale (Chairman of the Agricultural Sub-Committee 
of the Lancashire County Council and Chairman of the Council of 
the County Agricultural Society) and Miss Knowles (Senior 
Organising Officer for Women's Work, Labour Exchanges, War¬ 
rington). This happy co-operation in the official duties associated 
with the Committee must undoubtedly be of immense benefit to 
the Agriculturists of the County. 

The Committee from the outset has worked in conjunction 
with the Board of Trade Labour Exchanges, and has been most 
active in its efforts to fit women to take the place of agricultural 
labourers and others engaged in farm work who have enlisted. 
The Committee has realised from the beginning that if women are 
to prove themselves of real use in this crisis they must receive 
some training which -will give them an insight into the routine of 
farm work, and also give them an opportunity of adapting them¬ 
selves to an outdoor life. 

The Lancashire County Council, through its Agricultural Sub- 
Committee, readily assented to a desire expressed by the Women's 
Committee to arrange special short courses of training for war 
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students at the Hutton County Council Farm. An appeal was 
thereupon made to the Board of Agriculture for a grant towards 
the cost of training, with the result that instruction and main¬ 
tenance have been provided gratuitously in numerous cases. 

It was soon evident, however, that the number of women 
who could be trained at Hutton would be inadequate to meet the 
growing demands of farmers, and to supplement this arrangement 
some Members of the Committee kindly offered to provide 
training facilities on their home farms. Farmers, too, have in 
cases offered to instruct women either with a view to employing 
them on their own farms afterwards, or to passing them on to 
other farmers who were more urgently in need of help. 

The training has mainly extended over a period of one or two 
months, and instruction has been given in milking and light outdoor 
work. It has been proved that women can be successfully employed 
in milking, the care of stock, spreading manure, and other field 
work, as well as the more ordinary duties which they frequently 
undertake in times of peace. 

It is recognised that with this limited training the women 
cannot be regarded as efficient agricultural workers, but if farmers 
will bear this point in mind and assist them as far as possible, it 
will be found that women's labour can be of considerable use in 
the present emergency. 

The women are most anxious to help, and have responded to 
the call to work in a very encouraging manner, and it now rests 
with those directly interested to give them a trial and make the 
best possible use of their services. 

Tt is hoped that no curtailment of home production will take 
place except in unavoidable cases, and that women will receive 
every encouragement in their desire to help farmers in their present 
difficulty. 

As a result of the appeal made by the President of the. Board 
of Agriculture and Fisheries for the institution of a Village Regis¬ 
tration Scheme, the Lancashire Committee has for several months 
past paid considerable attention to the inauguration of the scheme 
and to the appointment of Village Registrars, so that every woman 
who is willing to work on the land may have an opportunity off 
registering her name. 
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This particular work was delegated to the Women's Committee 
by the War Agricultural Committee, and up to the present time 
nearly 200 Registrars in Lancashire have been appointed. These 
Registrars will not only register women, but will be very glad to 
receive particulars of requirements and offers of training. If there 
are no suitable women on the local register they will notify the 
order to the nearest Labour Exchange, and it will then be adver¬ 
tised throughout the country. 

A large number of village women who are unable to devote 
the whole of their time for farm work are willing to offer their 
services during the haytime and harvest, and some are also willing 
to milk both morning and evening. Farmers are therefore asked 
to notify their present and future requirements to their Village 
Registrar without delay, so that arrangements may be made for 
the women to be ready immediately they are wanted. It is realised 
that a great deal will depend on the promptness with which they 
can be supplied during times of pressure. It is hoped, therefore, 
that those who will need help during the harvests and at other 
busy times will give the Registrars some idea of the assistance 
they will require without delay, so that preparations for the supply 
of women may be put in hand at once. 

National necessities, it is to be feared, will entail an even more 
acute scarcity of farm labour than what has yet been experienced. 
The recent calling to the colours of every able-bodied man up to 
41 years of age, and the withdrawal from the Reserved Schedule 
of all single farm labourers up to 25 years of age, must result in 
a drain on male labour resources ; and whilst the right to appeal 
to Tribunals is still open in the case of the unmarried men under 
25 now unstarred, it is hoped that too much reliance will not be 
placed on their being exempted from service with the colours. 
The general feeling of the Tribunals is that whilst Agriculture must 
receive consideration, it is at the same time a grave problem to 
allow young men of such an age (often without serious domestic 
responsibilities) to remain, and to take the married man with a 
large family whose stake is a great one, and whose case, from the 
national point of view, should receive consideration. Agriculturists 
are faced with this difficulty, and therefore whatever prejudices 
may have existed in normal times against the employment of 
women, the question must now be regarded in a broad-minded spirit. 
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In innumerable other trades similar prejudices did exist which have 
had to be broken down, and the manner in which the women of 
the United Kingdom, and especially our County, have come 
forward at this time is a credit to their sex and a striking object 
lesson of their desire to assist to the utmost of their ability and 
strength in an endeavour to solve the problem of the present 
great shortage of male labour. 
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THE BLACKBURN SHOW. 

JULY 29th, 30th, 31st, AND AUGUST 2nd, 1915. 


During the holding of our memorable Exhibition at Liverpool 
in those eventful early days of August, 1914, the drums of war 
were being sounded, and before the close of the Show, although 
Great Britain had not actually entered into the conflict, the clash 
of arms had already resounded, and it was felt that honour 
necessitated our country taking the grave step of upholding by 
force treaties which will henceforth, so far as certain Powers are 
concerned, be known as “ only scraps of paper/' 

For many months prior to the Blackburn Show the Society's 
Council and the Local Committee (consisting of the most influential 
citizens in the Blackburn district) had anxiously considered the 
very serious conditions of the times, consequent upon a war in 
which the world’s greatest Powers were engaged. Finally they 
decided that the maintaining and encouraging of the agricultural 
arts of our national life was of paramount importance at such a 
time, and entered upon the arrangements for holding the Show 
with stout hearts, feeling that the loyalty of Lancashire people 
to their County Society would be such as to ensure that its efforts 
would not be in vain. The Society, with commendable forethought, 
decided that any financial surplus on the Show should be devoted 
to War Charities. This met with instantaneous and hearty 
approval, with the result that, favoured by the weather (which 
will be referred to later), when the balance was finally struck the 
Council were in the happy position of being able to divide no less 
a sum than £1,208 9s. Id. 

The Show was held in delightful weather on a charming site 
that might most appropriately be termed a Happy Valley, with 
its verdant, well-wooded Park and slopes rising to Billinge Hill, 
under whose very shadow the Show-yard nestled. Although little 
over a mile from Blackburn, no sign of smoke or chimney or

habitation could be observed, with the single exception of a portion 
of Witton Hall, the seat of Major Feilden, peeping through a 
cloister of trees. No choicer setting than this scene of peaceful 
grandeur could possibly have been selected for what was essentially 
a display of the arts of peace. 

The Show was the third which, in its long history, the Society 
has held on the same site. The previous occasions were 1881 and 
1898. Nothing more than a mere coincidence, a fact sufficiently 
interesting to be worth noting, is that a period of seventeen years 
elapsed between the first and second visit of the Society, and 
exactly a similar length of time spans the second and third exhibi¬ 
tions. Witton Park was not incorporated in the borough when 
the town was extended in a westerly direction some years ago, 
but for such purposes as the Show it is sufficiently near to be 
referred to as part of Blackburn. 

In 1881 the Society was known as the Royal Manchester, 
Liverpool, and North Lancashire Society, and, though the 
Exhibition was not so large as it is to-day, it was considered an 
event of the first importance. The late Alderman H. Harrison 
was Mayor that year, and along with the Mayoress gave a ball 
and banquet in the Town Hall, on the eve of the Show, to which 
600 invitations were issued, and which a chronicler of the event 
says “ far outshone anything of the kind that has been previously 
held in the town.” The Show opened on Thursday, September 
1st, and lasted three days. Saturday was declared a general 
holiday. 

The second Show, held in 1898, was a more extensive one. It 
opened on Thursday, July 14th, and was also a three days' 
exhibition. A good deal of grumbling was heard among the mill 
operatives because they were only granted an hour off on the 
Saturday, considered by them to be an altogether inadequate 
holiday for so important an event. In striking contrast to the 
present occasion, the town was in holiday attire, and prizes were 
offered for the best decorated shop front and private residence 
on the line of route. On the present occasion, owing to the 
abnormal conditions under which we are living, the spending of 
money on street decorations had not been encouraged. On leaving 
the railway station the visitor’s attention was, however, at opce 
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arrested by a striking motto conspicuously fixed in front of the 
Palace Theatre, “ Success to the Royal Lancashiie Show," and 
the sombreness of the road to Witton was somewhat relieved by 
the flying of flags. 

The generosity of the people of Blackburn district was a 
practical proof of their deep interest in the affairs of the County 
Society. There was great appreciation all over East Lancashire 
at the honour conferred upon Mr. R. J. Howard, the Local Hon. 
Secretary, and former Member for years of the Council of the 
Society. He has been the Local Secretary on the occasion of the 
three visits of the Society to Blackburn, and his energy and judg¬ 
ment have counted for very much indeed on all these occasions. 

The Society was very fortunate in having for its President 
Mr. R. A. Yerburgh, M.P., of Woodfold Park, who was the chief 
founder of the Agricultural Organisation Society, and whose life 
has been largely devoted to the advancement of the agricultural 
arts in this country. 

The showyard arrangements were broadly based, so far 
as the park permitted, on the plan usually adopted by the 
Society. There were the official Entrance buildings, looking 
perhaps more picturesque than they have ever been. The electric 
cars brought visitors to within a few yards of the Main Entrance. 
The nearest railway station was Cherry Tree, on the Lancashire 
and Yorkshire system. Blackburn is most centrally situated for 
a great Exhibition, being the most important of our East Lancashire 
industrial towns, which hold an enormous population, and the 
Railway Companies made for the later days of the Exhibition 
cheap fare arrangements, a concession much appreciated at a 
time when railway facilities have been necessarily lessened owing 
to so many men from the various staffs having joined the Colours. 
The shortage of horses and vehicles of heavy traction through 
the war was a great handicap in getting exhibits to the yard as 
rapidly as usual, and in this connection one cannot overlook the 
splendid co-operation of the Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway 
with the Society’s efforts. Their Show-yard staffs worked with 
unsurpassed loyalty and enthusiasm, with the result that every¬ 
thing was delivered up to time, although at one period the exigencies 
of war service were such that there were grave doubts as to being 
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able even to rail the exhibits to Blackburn, much less cart to the 
Showyard. All these difficulties, however, were eventually over¬ 
come, and at the request of the Railway Company special facilities 
were made to permit of the implements and stock remaining, if 
necessary, on the Show Ground for a lengthy period, but an 
opportunity arising at the close of the Show to clear the stock, 
the Company’s staff worked with such vigour that within seven 
days the whole of the vast assemblage of implements and machinery 
had actually disappeared from the Showyard, the live stock having 
all been dealt with within 24 hours of the close. One therefore 
feels that it is necessary to record with particular pleasure- and 
thanks how much the Society appreciated the efforts of the 
Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway Company and their special 
staffs, under the direction of the following heads of departments 
Mr. H. Marriott (Chief Goods Manager), with Mr. J. E. Rigby, his 
representative in charge of the office on the Show Ground and the 
general workings of all traffic to and from the Show ; also Mr. A. 
Watson (Superintendent of the Line), for whom Mr. G. Hawkins 
was the representative in charge of the working of Live Stock and 
other traffic conveyed by passenger trains. Mr. W. Higgle 
(District Goods Superintendent, Bolton) and the Goods Agent at 
Blackburn (Mr. E. Davies) were responsible for the local handling, 
delivery, and collection of all traffic between the Station and the 
Show Ground conveyed by goods trains ; whilst Mr. F. J. Neele 
(District Passenger Superintendent, Bolton) and the Passenger 
Agent at Blackburn (Mr. H. W. Ellison) were responsible for the 
delivery and collection of all traffic conveyed by passenger trains, 
including Live Stock, &c. 

Down the centre of the yard was the main avenue, from 
which radiated on each side lines of implement shedding, 
terminating in a quadrangle holding the Council and Members’ 
Pavilions, the County Club, Public Dining Rooms, and other 
offices for the shelter, rest, and refreshment of visitors. The Main 
Ring was naturally very level, and from the grand stand the tout 
ensemble was very fine. The machinery in motion was on the 
fringe of the ground. The accommodation for stock of all kinds 
was most ample, and departmentajly convenient for the inspection 
of visitors. The headquarters of the St. John Ambulance Brigade, 
and the shelters for the wounded men, so many of whom were 
brought to the yard by road or rail, attracted sympathetic interest. 
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Everybody felt that the Society had shown great judgment and 
consideration in uniting encouragement to agricultural life with 
solicitude for the suffering men from our armies. 

The fire protection arrangements were, as usual, in the hands 
of Messrs. Merryweather & Sons, Ltd., who had a stand of modern 
motor steamers, manuals, first-aid extinguishers, &c. The enormous 
value of the stock and machinery exhibited at the Show every 
year renders the question of fire protection one of great importance. 

POLICE AND TRAFFIC ARRANGEMENTS. 

The Showyard coming within the jurisdiction of the County 
Authorities, the Society were favoured with the personal co-opera¬ 
tion of Mr. H. P. P. Lane, M.V.O., Chief Constable of the County, 
who provided a body of men who carried out their duties in such 
a tactful and intelligent manner that the task of preserving due 
order within the Showyard went through without the slightest 
hitch, and at the close the following resolution was unanimously 
passed by the Society's Council and ordered to be conveyed to 
Mr. Lane :— 

“ That the best thanks of the Society be conveyed to 
the Chief Constable of Lancashire (Mr. H. P. P. Lane, 
M.V.O.) for the exceptional Police facilities he had provided 
in connection with the Society’s recent Blackburn Show. 
Coupled with this resolution, the Society’s Stewards desire 
to add their appreciation of the efficiency, great courtesy, 
and tact displayed by the Police throughout the Showyard 
in carrying out the various duties allotted to them.” 

The services of the mounted men in particular were much 
appreciated, especially on the final days of the Exhibition, when 
in connection with the large Military Displays special facilities 
had to be arranged to cope with the crowds who thronged around 
the Large Ring. 

The Borough Police were under the control of Mr. C. Hodson, 
Chief 1 Constable of Blackburn. Superintendent McKeand 
(Blackburn County Police) and Superintendent Heys (Blackburn 
Borough) were also in attendance. The whole route from 
Blackburn to Cherry Tree and beyond was kept by uniformed 
members of the Borough and County Police, who regulated 
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the traffic, and in the [Borough they were assisted in their 
important duties by a number of special constables. The land 
adjoining Witton Skating Rink was utilised for parking motors 
and horse-drawn vehicles. On the return journey this traffic was 
diverted at Montague Street. By this expedient congestion was 
avoided at the bottle neck at Astley Gate. Mr. J. H. Cowell, 
manager of the Blackburn Tramways, made special preparations 
for conveying visitors to the Show Ground. There was a rapid 
service of cars, which were freely patronised. On Thursday alone 
48,550 passengers were carried, yielding receipts of £276 9s. 8d. 

THE OFFICIAL VISIT. 

An invitation had been extended to the Mayor (Alderman W. 
Thompson, J.P.) to pay an official visit to the Show on 
the first day, but indisposition prevented his attending, 
and the Deputy-Mayor (Alderman S. Crossley, J.P.) undertook 
the duty. The civic procession left the Town Hall at 
noon. The route taken was up King William Street, along 
Northgate, and down King Street. In the first carriage 
rode the Deputy-Mayor, wearing the Mayoral chain, Colonel 
J. Rutherford, M.P., the Town Clerk (Mr. Lewis Beard), 
and Mrs. Beard. In the second carriage were Sir Edwin Hamer 
and Alderman and Mrs. Nuttall. They were preceded by an 
escort of mounted police, and a little in advance were the Chief 
Constable (Mr. C. Hodson) and Superintendent Heys in a motor-car. 
On arrival at the Show Ground, a number of mounted County 
Police joined the procession and formed an escort along the Main 
Avenue to the Council Pavilion. Here the party were received 
by Mr. R. A. Yerburgh, M.P. (President of the Society), who was 
accompanied by Mrs. Yerburgh, Mr. and Mrs. Windham Hale, 
Mr. R. J. Howard, and Miss Howard, together with many Vice- 
Presidents and Members of the Council and Local Committee. In 
a tour of inspection the party visited the Horticultural and Village 
Industries Sections, subsequently returning to the Council Pavilion, 
where they were entertained to luncheon. 

THE VILLAGE INDUSTRIES. 

The exposition of the village and domestic industries of 
Lancashire, which was inaugurated the year before at the Liverpool 
Show, was repeated at Blackburn, and the great popularity of this 
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auxiliary section was amply demonstrated by the thronged appear¬ 
ance of the commodious pavilion devoted to it. The displays 
formed a noteworthy contribution to the many educational features 
to be seen on the Show Ground. A particularly attractive section 
included needlework and home industries carried on in the villages, 
principally of North Lancashire. The work exhibited was very 
artistic, and revealed a great amount of skill. There were examples 
of Italian monotone, Russian darning, pistoria work (raised Italian 
embroidery) shown on an open background, Greek lace, all kinds 
of old English embroidery, and Persian work of characteristic 
designs, in which the form and colour were reproduced with 
marvellous accuracy. On another stall were articles made bv 
blind and disabled soldiers, exhibited under the auspices of the 
Incorporated Soldiers and Sailors’ Help Society, whose Blackburn 
Branch President is Mr. R. A. Yerburgh, and Hon. Secretary Mr. 
J. Hargreaves. The articles included wool mats, basket work, 
body belts, and carvings in wood, and among the contributors 
was a soldier who had lost a thumb, another one who had been 
gassed, and others who had been deprived of sight during the present 
war. Mrs. Harcourt E. Clare, with a Committee of Ladies, had a 
County Stall containing valuable articles contributed by friends. 
In this collection were choice engravings from old Masters, dainty 
pottery, and beautiful examples of carving; in fact, artistic 
objects in all kinds of material. They were to be disposed of, and 
the proceeds devoted, as the Society thought fit, for our gallant 
soldiers and sailors. As will be seen from other reports in this 
volume, the very handsome sum of £150 was raised by this County 
Stall. Another section furnished an object-lesson in thrift. It 
revealed how a careful housewife can turn to account old things 
that so many people consign to the rag basket. The useful and 
ornamental articles made from such apparently unpromising 
material were a revelation, and one could hardly conceive that 
such results could be obtained. Old English wire-weaving by 
Mr. A, H. Duckworth, of Blackburn ; an old hand and treadle 
loom, weaving striped shirting, and lent by the Blackburn Technical 
School; swill basket-making; rush chair-making, an industry 
that has flourished at Chipping for a long period ; the manufacture 
of various domestic utensils from old barrels, clog-block making, 
and silk handloom weaving and spinning were among other 
interesting features to be found in the Village Industries pavilion. 
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The Main Avenue, looking towards Public Entrances. 
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THE HORTICULTURAL PAVILION. 

“ It is like being in Paradise.” Such was the verdict of an 
elderly gentleman after making a tour of the horticultural pavilion, 
which presented a gorgeous appearance. Superb blooms met one 
at every turn, the wealth of colour providing a charming spectacle. 
This section was divided into 35 classes, in which the entries were 
above the average in point of number and excellence. Though it 
was late for roses, and the wet weather had had an adverse effect 
on the blooms, there was yet a very line show of these popular 
favourites, and the horticulturists deserved to be congratulated 
on the success of their efforts. Severa] important new varieties 
were displayed, some named after Lord Kitchener and General 
French. As usual, the sweet peas made a brilliant display, there 
being numerous imposing varieties ; and the carnations, superb 
in colour and effect, were much admired. There was an exceptional 
collection of lovely begonias, and in another part of the pavilion 
a splendid show of violas. To ladies, cut flowers for decorative 
purposes made a special appeal. Here they were able to study 
artistic schemes of table embellishment. Fruit and vegetables 
were effectively staged, and groups of miscellaneous plants added 
variety, as well as picturesqueness, to the scene*. At one end 
there was a display of the products of the Horticultural Department 
of the Lancashire County Council arranged for educational purposes, 
and admirably fulfilling that object. Among the exhibits were 
apples, pears, plums, and other fruit grown in pots, showing results 
obtained under various manurial tests ; vegetables, with particulars 
of the manures used in their production ; specimens of diseases 
to which plants are subject, and samples of washers used for the 
eradication of various pests; exhibits of wood, showing bad 
pruning, and the injurious effects of insects, with remedies for the 
same. Results were displayed of French methods of growing 
garden produce, and there was a quantity of bottled fruit, which 
appealed to the economical housewife. 


THE WORKING DAIRY. 

The exhibition illustrating the Working Dairy was especially 
interesting to the farmers of this County, inasmuch as Lancashire 
is, in a supreme degree, a dairying district. There has been in 
recent years considerable improvement of the systems for the 
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manufacture of both cheese and butter, and the making of cheese 
has been reduced to a scientific art on a fixed formula. The show 
of Lancashire cheese at Blackburn was extremely good considering 
the varying temperatures of the season, and there was in many 
of the entries a very high level of quality, both in texture, colour, 
and flavour. The instruction given at the County Council classes 
and the Dairy School at Hutton ha? been of great economic 
advantage to the Lancashire farmer. Structural alterations have 
proceeded apace on many of the farms, for dairying seems thus 
far to be the single department of agriculture which is suitable for 
specialisation to any considerable extent. The time will come, no 
doubt, when other great branches of farming will be narrowed 
down to a point that will admit of their being treated on lines 
similar to dairy work. The Lancashire cheesemaker has had a 
very profitable innings during the last three years, and especially 
since the outbreak of the war. Although it is impossible in this 
County to compete with the exporter in the making of butter in 
bulk for the market, we can at least claim that owing to 
scientific instruction the quality of our butter is unsurpassed even 
by that made under true scientific conditions in great bulk in the 
co-operative dairies of Denmark and South-Western Ireland. 
Immense interest was taken by Lancashire cheesemakers respecting 
the results of the judge's decisions at the Show. 

In the Working Dairy the competitors included Dairy Maids 
who had won championships at some of the greater shows in the 
North of England. Lancashire originally gave the lead to Working 
Dairy competitions in Showyards, the object being the improve¬ 
ment of butter-making. It was under the Secretaryship of 
Mr. Thomas Rigby that there was constructed in the old-time 
Showyard the first Working Dairy in which competitions took 
place in butter-making. This set the lead to the United Kingdom. 
The Lancashire Society has developed this department of the yard 
with very great success, especially during the last few years. Its 
dairy in the Witton Park Showyard was an excellent structure, 
lofty, and well equipped with end-over-end chums, butter workers, 
and all the adjuncts to the modem dairy. The entries for the 
competitions—which have aroused a good deal of interest—were 
very satisfactory, as the prizes in the Lancashire Showyard are 
much coveted by the expert pupils of the British agricultural 
schools. The competitions were supplemented by demonstrations 
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by the principals from the Lancashire County Council Farm, and 
it is quite evident from the large number of farmers, their wives, 
sons, and daughters who closely followed the displays that a deep 
interest is taken in this feature, which has a high educational and 
stimulating value. 


BEE-KEEPING LECTURES. 

There were no exhibits of honey at the Show this year, but 
an interesting feature from the Bee-keepers' point of view were 
the practical lectures on bee-keeping given in the bee tent by Mr. 
J. Herrod-Hempsall, of Luton. The object of the lectures was 
to give instruction in modern bee management, and the superiority 
of the present methods over the old-fashioned system was ably 
demonstrated by the speaker. Mr. Herrod-Hempsall's remarks 
were closely followed by large audiences, and proof of the interest 
in his subject was forthcoming in the many questions which were 
asked concerning various difficulties experienced by bee-keepers. 

DEMONSTRATIONS IN WOOL-DRESSING. 

Under the auspices of the Agricultural Organisation Society, 
Mr. Digby B. Grist, wool expert, gave demonstrations of throwing- 
out, skirting, and rolling-up fleeces. Mr. Grist is a Colonial sheep 
farmer, and he illustrated the methods adopted in the Colonies, 
where the farmers put up the wool in a way the buyers want it, 
and take more trouble in the preparation of it than is generally 
taken here. That is to say, in the Colonies they skirt off the dirty 
pieces and sell them separately. The dirty pieces make good 
prices, and the fleeces are enhanced in value when the parts 
mentioned have been removed. The object of the demonstrations 
was to show British farmers how it is done in the Colonies, in the 
hope that they will take advantage of the system, and so get more 
money for their wool. On each day of the Show interested 
audiences watched Mr. Grist at work. Many questions were asked 
and answered. The demonstrations undoubtedly created a great 
deal of interest. Mr. Grist pointed out that classing fleeces merely 
meanfe keeping the coarse from the fine, the long from the short, 
the dirty from the clean, and the heavy from the light. Anybody 
with ordinary observation can decide whether a fleece is fine or 
coarse, short or long, whether washed or unwashed, and when 
handling it to put either in one place or another, whether it is light

in condition or heavy. The condition of a fleece is determined by 
the amount of natural grease yolk and earthy matter it contains. 
If deficient in these respects it will be dry and light. If these 
simple points are borne in mind by the farmer when shearing he 
will see at a glance, by throwing the fleece on a table or bench, 
which class it belongs to, and at the same time he will also be 
able to break off any hairy or dirty trimmings which may be 
adhering to the fleece. It is of the utmost importance to keep 
the hairy leg and head trimmings out of the fleece. These trim¬ 
mings only amount to a few ounces, and do incalculable damage 
to the whole fleece when they are treated as some farmers treat 
them, viz., rolled in a ball and included in the fleece. As they 
readily fall away from the fleece when shaken out they are no 
trouble to keep separate. The very fact of these few ounces of 
kempy wool being included in the fleece brings down the value of 
the whole, whereas if kept out a greater price is given for the 
bulk, and the trimmings, if sold separately, command a good 
market, as there are merchants who only deal in this inferior wool. 
The processes enumerated constitute classing, and any farmer 
who takes the trouble to grasp the simplicity of it will readily see 
that it takes no longer to do up wool in this way than in the way 
he has been accustomed to, especially as there is no need to con¬ 
tinue the old-fashioned way of winding the fleece or of tying it 
with string. All that is required is that the fleeces should be 
neatly rolled up, with one end tucked in to keep it intact. The 
system of classing has been carried to great lengths on the larger 
farms in Australia, where from 100,000 to 200,000 sheep are shorn, 
by classers who know their work. In large flocks wool cannot be 
over-classed, as both here and on the Continent manufacturers 
specialise in certain qualities, and the nearer they can buy wool 
to the quality they want the more they will give for it. This is 
the great object aimed at in trying to initiate a system of classing 
into the flocks of Great Britain. It may be better explained by 
stating that some buyers only use Lincoln wool, while others 
confine their operations entirely to Down sorts and hoggs. Wether 
and ewe wool have also their separate admirers, so it can be easily 
understood that when all kinds are sold to a dealer in bulk, 
unclassed, he gives an average price, and by classing the fleeces 
obtains the profit that might go to the grower, who Could easily 
do this classing for himself. 
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TRADESMEN’S TURNOUTS. 

The Local Tradesmen's Turnout Competitions, organised 
by the Blackburn Chamber of Trade, were highly successful. 
There were over fifty entries representing various classes 
of traders, and the Turn-outs were judged in the Large 
Ring of the Show by Mr. James Gould and Mr. A. H. Clark, 
two of the Society’s Judges. The prizes included cups presented 
by Mr. Le Moine (President of the Chamber of Trade),^Alderman 
A. Nuttall, J.P., and Mr. R. A. Yerburgh, M.P., and there were 
several gold and silver medals awarded. The points were so 
apportioned as to give 50 to the horse, 25 to the vehicle, 15 to the 
harness, and 10 to the driver. The marshals were Councillor 
Sharpies, Councillor R. Wareing, Mr. H. Kelly, Mr. E. Whitehead, 
and Mr. Geo. Sutcliffe ; and the stewards, Councillor W. Kenyon 
and Messrs. H. Le Moine, W. I. Garland, E. Rennison, J. Stan worth, 
J. Lofthouse, and J. Shaw. The awards were as follow : —

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Leaping Competitions in the Large Ring. 
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PRESENTATION OF AWARDS. 

Mrs. R. A. Yerburgh, who was accompanied by Mr. Yerburgh, 
M.P., Mr. Windham E. Hale (Chairman of the Council), the various 
Stewards of Departments, and the Secretary, presented the 
Challenge trophies on Thursday afternoon to the successful entrants, 
and she took the greatest interest in the winning exhibits. Mrs. 
Yerburgh was specially impressed with the winner of the Derby 
Challenge Cup for the best bull, which was shown by Mr. C. W. 
Kellock, and remarked to the officials on the fine qualities of the 
beast. Later in the afternoon Mrs. Yerburgh had the task of present¬ 
ing the trophies and a large number of cards awarded in the trades¬ 
men's turnout competition. Here, also, she showed her apprecia¬ 
tion of the spectacle, and the care taken by exhibitors with their 
turnouts. 


SHEEP DOG TRIALS. 

The programmes of the previous Blackburn Shows have always 
included Trials of Sheep Dogs in the Park, and it was only fitting 
that such should again be provided this time. Mr. R. J. Howard, 
who on each occasion of our Visits has taken a keen interest in 
these displays, most kindly volunteered to make any necessary 
arrangements, and everything was carried out most successfully. 
The Trials were held on the Friday and Saturday, Friday's Class 
being Open Competition, and Saturday’s a Consolation Stakes, 
limited to dogs who competed and were unsuccessful in obtaining 
a prize in the previous day's competition. Twenty-six dogs were 
entered, and some remarkably close finishes were witnessed. Nine 
minutes was the limited time in which the dog had to work three 
sheep round a circular course over half a mile in length, interspersed 
with a number of hurdles, the owner having to direct operations 
by his whistles or shouts from the starting point. This is a difficult 
matter in itself, particularly with sheep, but the task was rendered 
all the greater by the stipulation that the sheep must pass through 
a large Maltese cross by two entrances. In this instance, and also 
with the finishing pen, the owner was given the privilege of using 
" peaceful persuasion " to obtain a successful passage of the 
animals. Some of the dogs were exceptionally keen and obedient 
to the signals of their masters, and one was impressed with the 
wonderful degree to which they can be trained. There was, of 
course, a wide difference in the character of the sheep, some being 
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easy to manage and others wild and troublesome. Quite a number 
of the spectators watched each day’s competition right through, 
although they lasted over four hours. 


COLLECTIONS FOR THE AGRICULTURAL RELIEF OF 
ALLIES FUND. 

Through the efforts of Mrs. Aitken and Miss Howard, a number 
of local ladies associated with the Red Cross (viz. : Mrs. Harold 
Eccles, Miss Bessie Dugdale, Mrs. Lawrence Heyworth, and Miss 
Mabel Thompson) volunteered to collect within the Showyard 
on each day of the Exhibition on behalf of the Royal Fund for 
the relief of that section of our Allies engaged in agriculture who 
are suffering through the devastations of the war. The flags they 
offered found a ready sale, and the fund benefitted by the substantial 
amount of £127 5s. 3d. 

THE LIVE STOCK EXHIBITS. 

In preparing a war schedule, the Council felt it needful to 
revise certain classes, but not a single department of real value 
or interest to Lancashire was omitted from the prize list. When 
these circumstances are considered, it will be admitted that the 
entry was remarkably good. 

Readers will no doubt be interested to have reprinted herewith, 
from the " Preston Guardian ” report of the Show, the late Mr. 
R. J. Peake’s notes on the prize-winning animals :— 

SHIRES. 

The Shire classes were a revelation of excellence for type, 
scale, and weight. Of yearling fillies there were eight, and the 
judges found the first in Mr. J. N. Appleby's " Bradgate Pearl," 
a bay, by " Bradgate Majestic." The dam of the filly is " Lockinge 
Garnet." She has length, width, make, and shape, and glorious 
limbs for correctness, feather, vesturing, and big hoofs. She walks 
as true as steel, is a mass of quality, and was first at the Royal. 
The Edgcote Shorthorn Co. was second with " Champion Mistress," 
a bay, by " Childwick Champion." She was third in London, and 
has a set of lovely limbs, first-class hoofs, and a true Shire mould. 
Messrs. W. & H. Whitley were third with “ Primlcy Gladys," 
fifth at the Royal, well developed, and very good at the joints. 
Two-year-old fillies totalled six. The win went by long odds to 
the Edgcote Shorthorn Co.’s “ Fine Feathers," bred by the late 
Lord Rothschild, and sired by “ Babingley Nulli Secundus," 
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She won at London and the Royal, and has an unbeaten record. 
You have here a fashionable filly on massive quality lines, all in 
true co-ordination. She has an absolutely perfect set of joints, 
and walks with gaiety, and as level as possible. This filly is a 
dead certain champion of the future. The Earl of Powis was 
second with “ Maple Leaf,” bay, by “ Child wick Champion.” 
She was second at the Bath and West of England, and is own 
sister to ” Champion Goalkeeper,” which sold for £4,100. The 
filly has scale of frame, great room, big quarters, and deep thighs. 
Her cannons are short and most dense ; the pasterns are first 
class, and the feet big and blue, in the third position came 
Messrs. W. Sc H. Whitley’s " Primley Fantasy,” a bay, by “ Red- 
lynch Forest King,” and out ot ” Menestrel Forest Queen.” Well 
developed and level, she was full of quality and style, the feather 
fairly good. She was first at the Bath and West of England, 
and fourth at the Royal. A quartette of three-year-old fillies 
was led by “ Blackthorne Betty,” a bay, by “ Halstead Blue 
Blood,” ex ” Blackthorne Queen,” owned by the Edgcote Short¬ 
horn Co. Wide, powerful, deep-ribbed, big-quartered, wonderful 
in legs and more wonderful in feet, she attracted great attention. 
She won the first at the Bath and West, third at the Royal, and 
first at the Oxfordshire. Second went to the same Co. for 
“Chirkenhall ForestQueen,” which was first here as a two-year-old, 
had the gold medal at Northamptonshire, and other honours. 
Hose Bros., of Liverpool, were third with the big*brown ” Rocks 
Regina,” by ” Debden Conqueror,” a most useful filly. 

The show of brood mares with foal at foot was extremely 
good, there being 16 entries, and the ring front was filled. Here 
we had in the competition winners at London, the Royal, and 
other exhibitions. First ultimately went to Mr. J. G. Williams, 
of Tring, for ” Halstead Duchess VII,” a bay, bred by Mr. J. 
Bradley, of Leicester (a native of Pilling). She is by ” Redlynch 
Forest King,” and her dam is the beautiful brood mare ” Halstead 
Duchess VI.” She is a commanding bay mare, almost 17-2h. 
Her forehand, arched neck, and very deep oblique shoulders are 
extra good, and her intelligent head, with bold, sweet eyes, is 
well set on. All thought the mare perfectly limbed and balanced. 
Profuse silky feather flows over grand coronets, and she shows 
you wide heels as she leaves you. Sir Walpole Greenwell, Bart, 
was second for the brown ” Lane Forest Queen,” by “ Redlynch 
Forest King.” She stands 17h., is a grand hard colour, wears 
a^perfect hind leg for angle, and is evenly grown in bounty. She 
has length, depth, and width of chest, wide muscle in arms and 
thighs, and splendid blue feet. The Edgcote Co. were third for 
the bouncing mare “ Writtle Coming Queen,” by ” Ratcliffe 
Coming King,” a very roomy, fashionable-looking, wide-fronted 
mare. Her legs are flat, her joints excellent, and she walks with 
force. At the Bath and West she had top place, and was second 
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at the Royal. In Shire colt foals Mr. E. I. Appleby won first 
with a brown by his wonderful stallion “ Royston Forest King." 
The dam, which was third at the Great Yorkshire last year, is 
very matronly looking, but lean. Mr. Robert Stuart, of 
Kirkland, was second with a bay by “ Drayman XXIII." 
The Edgcote Co. were third with a bay by “ Champion 
Clansman," a younger colt, with steam, substance, and character. 
Mr. George Dickinson was reserved for “ Cark Monarch," a 
wonderful bay, by “ Monnow Drayman," and out of a roomy 
“ Buscot Gladiator " dam. 

Filly foals numbered eight. Mr. D. Massey was first with 
one of the best foals I have seen out this year. She is a brown, 
by “ Crumleigh Sensation," and if he is going to get them like 
this he will be very valuable. The ciction of the foal is wonderful. 
The dam is a very good sort, which got reserve for the big cup at 
Walton Park. The daughter of the first prize mare stood second, 
a most sweet and comely daughter of “ Norbury Menestrel." 
She has the dam’s model hind leg precisely, and a lot of good 
things could be said about her. Messrs. J. E. and A. W. Potter 
were third with a superb bay from the champion loins of their 
“ Monnow Drayman," the sire of so many top sawyers. The 
geldings were prodigies of weight, with some of the mighty 
champions of the kingdom in competition. For a time Mr. George 
Marsh was placed first for “ Tatton Herald," a real giant, which 
weighs 22cwt. He stood firm as a rock, but the judges seemed 
to think that his walk could be improved. Ultimately he was 
put down to third place, the Liverpool Corporation champion 
" John Bull," an evergreen Anak, with the power of a locomotive, 
taking the top place. This horse has won firsts and cups galore. 
His stable companion, “ Jolly Jenkins," a storming big horse, 
with lash and action, and honours all over him, stood next. 
Yearling colts were taken after lunch, two out of the three entries 
coming to the ring. The first was an exceptionally lusty, heavy- 
limbed, lengthy colt, with big hoofs, fetlocks, and feather. Sir 
Walpole Greenwell was second with the bay " Marden Peter," 
by “ Marden Forest King." This is a very promising growing colt, 
with a lot of timber. 

In two-year-old colts Mr. Denbv Collins was first with the 
bay " Primley Freeman," by “ Tatton Dray King." He was 
first in the yearling class at the Royal Lancashire last year, and 
this year he stood third at the Royal. He is very short from the 
knee and hock to the ground, is garnished with full silky feather, 
and walks boldly on the best of hoofs. The Edgcote Shorthorn Co. 
were second with " Normanby Jesse," a bay, by " Normanby 
Champion." He was bought for a large sum, and is the beau 
ideal of a coming stallion, which will take the laurels. Sir 
Berkeley G. D. Sheffield was third for the bay “ Normanby Briar 
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King,” by “ Slipton King.” He is a lashy, heavy colt, with a 
deep rib and active style. The judges failed to agree in the class 
for three-year-old stallions as between the second and third, and 
the third judge was called in. The first position went by common 
consent to Sir Berkeley Sheffield’s ” Albany Forest King,” a 
bay, by " Redlynch Forest King,” out of the mare ” Willaston 
Queen.” He is a great colt from every standpoint, low from big, 
flat knees, and broad, clean hocks to the ground, which he grasps 
with exceptionally big, dense*, coronetted hoofs. The reserve 
judge pulled up for the second place Mr. D. Collins’s ” Lincoln 
Dray King,” a lovely colt, on the sweet and fashionable side, 
bright and free in action, with the best feather in the group. 
His bone is not quite so heavy as that of the third colt, entered 
by Mr. H. Oakley, and sired by ” King of Tandridge.” He, too, 
is very short from the knees and hocks to the ground, and seemed 
to me to fit second position best. There was a trio of sires to 
come before the judge in the class foaled in or before 1911. Mr. 
E. I. Appleby was first with the wonderful stallion “ Royston 
Forest King,” by " Redlynch Forest King.” He was third here 
last year after a great contest with the thrice champion “ Gaer 
Conqueror,” which won the £50 cup outright last year, and 
” Stonewall ” had third place. He measures a full 13in. of bone 
below the knee, and is the cart stallion par excellence, and a 
great getter. How wonderful he looked after a big season ! 
Messrs. W. and H. Whitley were second with ” Prlmley Bellivor,” 
a bay, by " Tatton Dray King,” very fit, with most massive 
quarters, and plenty of timber. 

HUNTERS. 

Mr. George Dickinson was first in yearlings with ” Cark 
Pimpernel,” by " Red Wings.” This was a decided win, for the 
chestnut is most bloodlike and handsome. Here is a weight 
carrier of the future, with exquisite good looks and fine, free 
action. Mr. W. H. Shiers was second for a chestnut with not 
quite the same quality, but a very good type, by ” King’s Court¬ 
ship.” In two-year-olds, Mr. F. B. Wilkinson took first for the 
brown ” Repeat II,” which won London, Essex, and the West 
Norfolk, a mass of quality, well balanced, and full of promise. 
Mr. G. Dickinson was second with the grey “ Cark Imp,” which 
I thought the nicer of the two, with plenty of bone and of beautiful 
symmetry. In three-year-olds, Dr. Edward S. Jackson was first 
with the chestnut “ Martinmas,” by “ Red Heart,” dam an 
Irish hunting mare of a grand line. Here is a powerful, thick, 
well-balanced, muscular horse, going to be up to any weight, a 
storming mover, and handsome as paint. Mr. Geo. Dickinson 
was second with ” Cark Sentinel,” a chestnut, by Mr. Storey’s 
valuable sire " Manor Hamilton.” Mr. F. B. Wilkinson was 
third with the brown filly ” Princess May/’ lengthy in front. 
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Display by a Battery of the R.F.A. in the Large Horse Ring. 
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She was fourth at the Royal. In mares with foals, Mr. W. H. 
Shiers won for the third year in succession the first prize for brood 
mares with foal at foot with that phenomenon " Beechnut II,” 
winner of firsts and championships at the Royal, Great Yorkshire, 
and heaps of other great exhibitions. The old mare is a marvel 
for her years, and what a noble model of grace and blood quality 
—a classic long to be remembered by the hunting world. Mr. 
F. B. Wilkinson was second with ” Shebeen/’ a distinguished- 
looking chestnut, by “ Bursae.” Mr. Storey, of Lancaster, was 
third with the chestnut ” Bridget IV,” which won Dublin as a 
three-year-old. She is a type of the roomy and elegant hunter 
brood mare, with plenty of timber and lots of muscle and lovely 
clean tendons. In hunter colt foals, Mr. William Nelson, a 
famous breeder of hunters from the hills of John O’Gaunt, was 
first deservedly with a bay prodigy by “ Underbread,” a colt of 
most excellent formation and fine quality, and a type of the 
gems that " Underbread ” begets. 


SHORTHORNS. 

In view of the war conditions, labour shortage, and railroad 
congestion, it was hardly to be expected that the Shorthorn 
section would have quite the strength of former Shows. The 
total entry, however, compared favourably with the Exhibition 
at Burnley two years ago. Several Royal winners, including the 
Nottingham champion bull, Mr. W. Richardson’s " Basing 
XXXIX,” were included. The class for cows excelled both in 
numbers and quality that at Nottingham, inasmuch as three-year- 
old heifers, which had a separate class at the Royal, here came in 
competition with older stock. Mr. J. H. Toppin led with ” Bright 
Jewel,” high in the honours list at several shows last season. 
She combines quality with a frame of huge proportions, and has 
proved a gold mine as a breeder. Next to her came Mr. R. 
Cornelius’s sweet, beautifully-modelled daughter of ” Village 
Beau ”—“ Banksfield Belle,” winner of the female championship 
here last year. She keeps her form wonderfully well. Mr. W. M. 
Cazalet’s “ Butterfly,” which was third, is elegantly modelled, 
has a good coat and a rare headpiece, but is inclined to grow strong 
at the tail. Sir J. H. Maden was reserve with ” Holker Waterloo 
VII,” a three-vear-old which has shown remarkable development 
since last year. She has a great girth, a well-covered top, and 
with luck should be seen to better advantage another year. In 
the corresponding County class there was a mixture of the beef 
and milk-producing types. ” Holker Waterloo ” and “ Bertha ” 
went to first and second places, and Mr. C. J. Tong was third 
with “ Shard Blanche V,” a thickly-set, blockv roan cow, by 
” Rossett Stream,” more dairylike than the two in front. The 
open class for heifers two to three years old was headed by Mr. 
Cazalet’s “ Fairlawne Clipper Queen,” a deep, square, rich roan, 
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having a slight advantage in scale over Mr. A. A. Gatty's 
" Malvolio ” heifer “ Bannister Ruth,” which had championship 
honours at Wardle when only six months old. The open class 
of yearlings brought out what many regarded as the gem 
of the Show in Mr. J. H. Toppin's ” Bright Pearl,” a white daughter 
of ” Sanquhar Sentinel,” of wonderful proportions for her age. 
Standing well out from the rest in point of scale, straight in top 
and underlines, richly clothed with smooth, firm flesh, she is 
perfect in symmetry and mould, and except that she has not 
quite the aristocratic cast one likes to see, it would be difficult 
to find a fault. Second in the class was Earl Manvers' “ Pierrc- 
pont Rosary,” a deep, compact heifer, with two good ends. Sir 
J. H. Maden had third place with ” Augusta Bruce XT,” a 
fashionably-bred Cruickshank heifer, having ample size for her 
age, a remarkably good coat, excellent top line, and well-packed 
quarters. In heifers from five to twelve months old Mr. C. W. 
Kellock won with ” Highfields Beauty,” a daughter of ” Jack 
Tar,” the bull that subsequently took the male championship 
for the second successive year. In the County heifers of corre¬ 
sponding age, there was only one entry. This was Sir J. H. 
Maden’s ” Roekclifle Grace,” a granddaughter of the famous 
“ Lady Graceful,” to whom she bears a marked resemblance. 
As in the class for cows, so in aged bulls, the winner stood out 
from the line by reason of enormous scale. Mr. W. Richardson's 
Royal Champion “ Basing XXXIX,” by ” Bapton Socrates,” is 
one of the biggest sires seen in the showyard for some considerable 
time, yet he is well balanced and neat, and carries his great weight 
with ease. Mr. John Horridge’s " Takeley Meteor IX,” a dark 
roan, on lesser lines and not overdone with beef, is an extremely 
stylish and active bull, and he was most unfortunate in finding 
such formidable opposition. Mr. E. W. Bishop’s ” Mountain 
King,” by ” Singleton Champion,” the winner in the open class 
of yearlings, has maintained all the promise he gave at Birmingham 
in the spring, when he was second in the championship class. 
Sir J. H. Maden furnished a good second in “ Rockcliffc Reliance,” 
a deep, thickly-fleshed, blood-red son of “Lord Canning,” much 
more youthful than the bull in front, but remarkably well grown 
and furnished for his age. Mr. Cornelius was third with “ Banks- 
field Monarch,” a light roan, standing very near the ground. 

The large audience that closely followed the judging of the 
Pedigree Dairy Shorthorns, which were subjected to a milk test 
in the ring, was indicative of the growing interest in the utility 
cattle. There were no less than 23 entries in dairy cows four 
years and upwards, where the judges upset the Royal verdict. 
Lord Lucas's “ Charity XXIII ” was placed before her herd 
companion, ” Primrose Gift,” which had not kept the bloom she 
displayed at Nottingham, where she had the championship. 
” Charity,” the winner of the milking trials at the Royal, was 
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brought out in grand form, and gave the heaviest yield in the 
class—411b. 9oz., against 371b. 12oz. by “Primrose Gift.” Mr. 
A. J. B. Large was third with “ Pepper Face,” which yielded 
411b. 6oz. The reserve ticket went to Mr. H. H. Owtram’s 
“ Dolphinlee Rosebud ” (yield 341b. 12oz.), a cow that many 
thought might have gone to third position. She is a sweet type, 
carrying an excellent udder, and is built on neater lines than the 
third. In the younger cows, Captain Wills won with “ Dolphinlee 
Primrose,” a thick, smooth roan, full of dairy style, with an 
exceptionally good udder, and who weighed in 251b. 4oz. Second 
place was taken by Mr. Gatty’s “ Red Rose VIII,” bred by Mr. 
R. Cock, and characteristic of the dual purpose types at Rossall’ 
Grange. Her bag is well filled up behind, and she has all the 
attributes of a deep milker. She gave 271b. Major Pilkington’s 
“ Redvales Jessamine II,” a nice, straight, dairylike cow, rather 
on the small side, was third with 321b. 4oz. 


DAIRY CATTLE. 

Owing to causes already indicated the classes for dairy stock 
had not the strength of entry or the high level of quality of those 
of last year, but competition was sufficiently keen to cause pro¬ 
tracted judging, and to necessitate an appeal to a referee on 
two or three occasions. Messrs. J. Moffat and H. Thorley first 
took in hand the heavy-weight cows in milk, and endorsed the ver¬ 
dict of the judges in the pedigree dairy class by placing Lord Lucas's 
" Charity XXIII ” before “ Primrose Gift ” from the same herd. 
Mr. Rd. Hall, of Torrisholme, after Mr. John Handley had been 
called in to decide between second and third positions, was third 
with a red cow recently calved. She is on the small side, but 
has a grand smooth frame, a spacious even bag, and to use the 
dairymen's expressive phrase was " just at 12 o'clock.” Mr. 
W. H. Fielding was fourth with a young cow, not the most 
attractive of roans, but a real paying sort all over. Mr. S. S. 
Raingill had fifth position with a sweet roan of great substance, 
hardly so perfect in bag as those in front. Fourteen robust dual 
purpose types were brought out in the heavy-weight in-calf class. 
Mr. Raingill's “ Dolly,” a well-balanced smooth roan with youth 
on her side, stood at the top for a long time, but some sweeping 
changes were made following a further parade. After an appeal 
to the referee, Mr. W. Wilson, of Milnthorpe, received the coveted 
place with a beautifully-modelled light roan with grand back and 
jfoin, thickly fleshed, yet absolutely free from patchiness, and 
withal of gay carriage. She subsequently took the “ J. E. Renshaw ” 
Challenge Cup as the best dairy cow in the Show, beating Lord 
Lucas’s aristocratic pail-filling cow “ Charity XXIII.” It may 
be of interest to recall that the champion cow was originally 
purchased from Mrs. Parker, of New Holly, near Garstang, by 
Mr. G. B. Nelson, who resold her to Lady Thursby. When the 
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Ormerod House herd was deplenished she was sent to the Penrith 
sale, and there came into the hands of her present owner. Mr. 
Rd. Hall was second in the class with a good red cow which was 
apparently a little off colour, and did not show herself to the best 
advantage. A class for dairy cows in milk, not exceeding llcwt., 
was confined to County exhibitors. Mr. W. H. Fielding led with 
a North-country type of red, with one of the best udders in the 
group. The second, Mr. Bateman’s “ Sunflower,” was very sweet 
and attractive, but has not quite the substance or the pailfilling 
qualities of the first. Mr. H. H. Owtram’s “ Newland Poppy,” 
a shapely, pure-bred cow, combining beef and milk-producing 
qualities, made a good third, and the Wallpaper Manufacturers, 
Ltd., were fourth with a small white cow carrying a huge udder— 
a perfect milking machine. 

LANCASHIRE FARMERS’ CLASSES. 

On Monday the farmers of Lancashire were in strong evidence 
early in the day, and the Grand Stand facing the Main Ring, in 
which the County Shires were judged, and the Cattle Ring, had 
large and interested groups of observers. The exhibition of 
Lancashire Shires and cattle was splendid. The champion prize 
for best Shire mare, exceeding three years old, the " John Halsall ” 
Challenge Cup, value 25 guineas, went to the Exors. of late 
H. Stuart for ” Adlington Flower,” by “ Redlynch Forest King,” 
ex ” Willaston Primrose.” She was bred by Mr. J. Trueman, 
and bought privately in the Midlands. Of great scope, depth, full 
of carty expression, and with the best of limbs, all in true 
co-ordination, the mare was greatly admired. Mr. J. W. 
Martland’s most massive black filly, ” Rufford Bonny Lass,” by 
” Warmington Boss,” from ” Hambleton Mabel,” took the " Smith- 
Carington ” Challenge Cup for the best Shir® filly, not exceeding 
three years old. She is one of the most massive and heavy fillies 
for her age in the North of England. 

In the cattle section, the “ John Halsall ” Challenge Cup for 
the best cow or heifer went to Mr. W. H. Fielding’s roan, a big, 
strong, smoothly-fleshed cow, with excellent back and loin, and 
skin enough to make a good bag when she comes to calve. 

MILITARY DISPLAYS. 

Advantage was taken by the Military Authorities of the con¬ 
gregating of so large a number of people to stimulate recruiting, 
the Society affording every facility for this purpose. Early on the 
Saturday afternoon the 11th Service Battalion of the East Lanca¬ 
shire Regiment, better known as the Accrington Pals, who were on 
a route march through the county, arrived at the Show Yard. A 
thousand strong, and in full kit, they marched into the Large Horse 
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Ring and were put through a number of interesting evolutions. 
After a few months of training these East Lancashire lads were 
looking wonderfully fit, and their bearing and the smart manner 
in which they performed their exercises won the warm approval 
of the thousands of spectators lining the great enclosure. In less 
than half an hour they were again on the road continuing their 
march. 

A little later a detachment of the 4th Battalion Lancashire 
Fusiliers, who were spending the week-end in Blackburn, gave a 
very interesting entertainment. It was not a military display ; 
that description was officially disclaimed for it. It was just the 
day work of a recruit, and the object was to encourage young men 
to join the Army. Entering the ring minus caps and tunics, the 
detachment were put through physical drill. This was followed 
by fencing and bayonet exercises, and finally the whole detachment, 
now in marching order, showed how a line of trenches is held, 
ending up with a thrilling bayonet charge. These recruits had 
only been in training three months, and they were warmly 
applauded for the splendid manner in which they did their work. 

No sooner had the Fusiliers left the ring than a Battery of 
Royal Field Artillery entered. Part of their programme consisted 
in showing how quickly they can prepare for action. For this 
purpose the guns were packed, and the horses tethered, and the 
men bivouac. Suddenly a bugler sounded the alarm. The men 
sprang to their feet, the horses were harnessed, and in less than 
four minutes were tearing across the great open ring with the guns, 
which were just as smartly unlimbered and brought into action as 
the alarm to leave for the supposed place of action had been 
responded to. There was a repetition of the drill by the Fusiliers 
and the Artillery in the evening. 

There was an interesting little incident on the Monday. Lord 
Derby was among the early arrivals, and the Secretary presented 
to him Corporal Thomas Duxbury, a Blackburn soldier, who, 
whilst serving with the 1st East Lancashires at Ypres, received 
the Distinguished Conduct Medal for heroic conduct on the field. 
He was the first Blackburn man to be so honoured, and had only 
recently been discharged from hospital. The circumstances leading 
to the coveted honour were explained to his Lordship, who warmly 
congratulated the soldier, and wished him good luck. > 
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DOGS. 

The Dog section on the last day of the Show, under the 
Senior Stewardship of Mr. Ernest Threlfall, proved as usual a 
great auxiliary attraction, and for several hours dense cordons of 
spectators were drawn round the judging rings flanked by the 
covered benches in a snug corner of the yard. The cancellation 
of so many shows during the season lent added interest to this 
extremely popular meeting of the fancy, and the only external 
evidence of war conditions was the unusually large number of 
ladies who led the exhibits into the ring. The canine collection 
was one of the finest the Society has ever furnished. In the popular 
breeds the classes were not only exceptionally strong numerically, 
but contained many notable prize winners from all parts of the 
country. 


WEATHER AND ATTENDANCE. 

It has too frequently been the Society's experience to receive 
commiseration rather than congratulation upon the weather accom¬ 
panying its Annual Exhibitions, but at Blackburn the presiding 
genius over the department in question was for once decidedly 
indulgent. The periods immediately preceding and also following 
the Show were very unsettled, and marked by constant thunder¬ 
storms, but the Show dates proper stood out in very fortunate 
contrast, with the partial exception of the closing day, when there 
were one or two showers and a little thunder and lightning that 
delayed the judging somewhat and interfered with the parades, 
though the stoppages were not of long duration. 

As regards the attendance of the public, taking necessarily 
into account the abnormal times, the turnstile records were 
extremely satisfactory, and amply vindicated the decision to 
proceed with the holding of the Show. Saturday proved to be 
the popular day, and its total paying gate of 25,856 was 3,810 
more than the average for the previous five Shows. At the request 
of the Blackburn Chamber of Trade, a concession for the first 
afternoon of the Show was granted to bona-fide local tradesmen 
and their assistants, viz., admission by ticket (issued to them at 
one shilling each) from one o'clock. So highly was.this appre¬ 
ciated that the Chamber disposed of no less than 5,464 tickets. 
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The Preston Volunteer Defence Corps’ Camp at the Show Yard, 

Witton Park. 

After the notable manner in which the Blackburn Show and 
its programme of events were linked up with military objects, it 
was most appropriate that within a week of the pavilions and 
offices being vacated by the Show officials and staffs they should 
again be tenanted, this time by the officers and men of the Preston 
Volunteer Defence Corps. The Volunteer training movement, 
which sprang into existence soon after the outbreak of war, is by 
now familiar to everyone, and when the Preston Corps approached 
the Society as to whether the Showvard and its covered buildings 
might be utilized for their week’s Camp, permission was readily 
granted. This facility was, of course, a splendid one for the 
Corps, who had, in the enclosed Show Ground, its various Dining 
Pavilions, roofed and floored offices, large ring and grand stand, 
such accommodation, exactly suited for their purpose, as could 
never have been obtained elsewhere. The Camp commenced on 
Saturday, August 7th, and broke up on the Sunday week following, 
about 200 members of the Corps being quartered on the ground, 
under Commandant Pyke and his staff of officers. 

The men assembled on the Saturday afternoon in Preston 
Market Square, all in uniform and carrying rifles, looking forward 
to the coming week’s experiences with an eagerness which the 
heavy rain that relentlessly poured down as they proceeded on 
foot to Blackburn, quite failed to damp. 

Onward they marched, with the firm buoyant step of military 
men, down Cherry Tree road, along the slope, and through the 
main entrance to the Show Ground, where they were received by 
a guard of honour. Every man was drenched, but the enthusiasm 
and camaraderie were splendid. The men began to tune up 
from Sunday, and despite storm and splash they grew in health, 
strength, and drill efficiency day by day. In drills the men had 
a gruelling. It was no child’s play, the daily routine for the week 
being as follows :— 

6 0 a.m.—Reveille. 

6 45 a.m.—First parade ; every man to be washed and shaved, 
and turn out in fatigue dress. 
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7 30 a.m.—Breakfast, after which blankets and palliasses to be 

folded up neatly, and the hilts swept out. 

8 45 a.m.—Adjutant’s parade, during which the orderly officer 

inspected the huts. 

9 45 a.m.—Orderly room. 

10 45 a.m.—Commandant’s parade. 

1 0 p.m.—Dinner. Orderly officer to visit the dining-room to 

see if there were any complaints. 

2 0 p.m.—Commandant’s parade. 

4 0 p.m.—The quarter-guard mounted duty. 

4 15 p.m.—Tea, after which the men were free to go out of camp. 

10 0 p.m.—Tattoo roll call. The orderly N.C.O.’s to call the 

roll of their respective huts; and fall in at the orderly 
room to answer for their men to the orderly officer. 

10 15 p.m.—Lights out. 

In turn all the companies had musketry practice with miniature 
rifles at a range kindly extemporised in the Park by Mr. R. J. 
Howard, and there was some good shooting. On Wednesday the 
route march over the Park, via King Street, Blackburn, and back 
to the Camp was grand, despite a shower and thundery heat which 
was acutely felt as the men tramped up slope after slope singing 
such marching songs as " John Brown's Body ” and " It's a long, 
long way to Tipperary.” 

The men designated their temporary homes most amusingly. 
One was “ Cascade Cottage ” ; another, with a little pool of water 
in front, “ Lakeside ” ; “ The Egotists,” “ Sunny View,” " The 
Jays,” ” Flor de Villa,” “A Home from Home/* ” Fern View,” 
and a little white and black section of the entrance, in 
which a barrister, master cotton spinner* a brewer, “ Our 
Commissioner ” of the " Preston Guardian,” and others roughed 
it, was known as “ The Sweet Pea 'Quliars,” with bunches of 
lovely sweet peas sent from the villa garden of a private decorating 
the entrance. 

It was for the Ashton Corps to make the great show of the 
camp. They had tenanted the Pavilion occupied at the Show 
by the County Agricultural Education Department, and they 
utilised the green and dried grasses and ferns and other debris 
from the County Show to give artistic effect to the front, which 
was decorated with the pictures of bulldog heads cut frpm placards 
of a well-known cake firm, the pillars being charmingly draped. 
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The following letter received by the Chairman of the Society's 
Council indicates how thoroughly the facilities granted for the 
Camp were appreciated:— 


Preston, 

Dear Mr. Hale, August 16th, 1915. 

On behalf of the officers and men of the Preston Volunteer 
Pefence Corps, I wish to thank you and the members of the Council 
of the Royal Lancashire Agricultural Society, for so kindly and 
patriotically allowing us the use of the Society’s buildings for our 
Camp during the past week. 

I can assure you the men have benefited in an extraordinary 
manner, and thanks to your kindness, the wet week only tended to 
harden them, as they were always dry indoors. They have made a 
wonderful improvement in their drill, in discipline, and in their 
general bearing, and all thoroughly enjoyed the week. 

We are all very grateful to the Society.

The culminating point in the week’s programme'was a Grand 
Inspection in the Large Ring on the Saturday afternoon, by 
Brigadier-General Sir Henry Hamilton Settle, K.C.B., D.S.O. 
For this event the Preston Volunteers were joined by contingents 
from Blackburn, Bolton, Southport, Darwen, Haslingden, Church, 
Nelson, Rawtenstall, Burnley, Rishton. and Morecambe. Although 
the heavens seemed to have reserved for this particular occasion 
their heaviest downpours, the men bore themselves extremely well, 
and were warmly complimented by the Inspecting General on their 
smart appearance and fine physique. The general public had been 
admitted to the Grand Stand, and altogether, with the interesting 
evolutions in the Large Ring, the scene might well have been taken 
for a continuation of the Show programme of a fortnight earlier.

" The Colonel Commanding asks me to acknowledge with the 
most sincere thanks your kind gift of comforts for the men of this 
Battalion. 1 hope you will not think the lateness or the brevity 
of my reply to mean that we are not grateful—quite the 
contrary—but we have been busy ■ We arc only just out, after a 
Christmas in the trenches. Please accept my very honest gratitude 
on behalf of our men, who, 1 am sure, deserve every favour that 
their dear County can show them." 

From Private D- T - , 24th Batt. Manchester Regt. : — 

‘‘ I am wearing the socks sent by you. I cannot explain 
what a lift for a soldier it is to receive a gift from anyone." 

From Private R—*— C-, Grenade .Section, 8th Batt. Loyal North 

Lancashire Regt. :— 

“ Amongst various presents this Christmas time I received a 
pair of splendid socks from your Ladies’ Committee, and I thank 
you very much for same and your good wishes. In these wet 
trenches our feet are scarcely ever dry, so 1 can assure you it is a 
pleasure to change into dry socks, and it makes us more content 
when we think we are not forgot by those who cannot take part 
in the actual contest, but who still do their bit and help to a successful 
finish by such kindly acts." 
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From Signaller J- B -, 8th Batt. Loyal North Lancashire Regt. :— 

” In reply to your most welcome presents, one of which I 
received this morning, 1 thank you all for it. They are needed 
out here, and it also shows you think a lot about us, as you were 
very good to us when we were at Preston in September, 1914. It 
would have made you laugh if you had seen the Sergeant giving 
them out, wondering what we would get. Well, I got a grand pair 
of mittens, which will keep my hands warm this winter.” 

From Private L-C-, 8th Batt., East Lancashire Regt.:— 

“ I am writing to thank you for your kind gilt of socks as a 
Christmas present. Another comrade and myself weue the lucky 
receivers, as there were several men amongst whom these gifts had 
to be distributed. It was indeed very kind of yourselves and other 
donors in dear old England to think of the boys like this. It is 
very damp in this country, and the trenches have been in a terrible 
state, sometimes up to our knees in water and slush. Then of 
course our feet get wet, and there is no greater boon than some 
dry socks to change into, so your gift was most acceptable and 
useful.” 

From Private G- A-, 1st Batt. King’s Own Lancaster Regt. :— 

“ Just a few lines to let you know I got one of your welcome 
gifts, which we are in need of. I was a lucky man to win a muffler ; 
it was one muffler for ten men. and we had to draw lots for it.” 

From Private G- T-, 2/5th Lancashire Fusiliers :— 

” I was one of the lucky Tommies to get a pair of your mittens, 
and 1 thank you very much for your kindness, because they come 
in very handy when 1 am in the trenches, for we are having very 
cold weather over here just now.” 

The Ladies' Committee dispatched 41 Bales of Comforts, which 
in the aggregate totalled approximately 3,000 Articles (Mufflers, 
Scarves, pairs of Mittens and pairs of Long Socks).

Mr. Hale, Mr. Storey; and Mr. Linaker, on behalf of the Society’s 
Representatives, explained the position of the Society from a national stand¬ 
point, and the urgent necessity—in such an exceptional year- - of encouraging 
in every possible way the breeding of Pedigree : Stock, on which this country 
at the present moment is so dependent. 

It was pointed out that whilst the spectacular features of the Show 
were to be curtailed, the stimulus of Stock-Breeding by competition before 
qualified Judges plays a part of the utmost importance, and that on this 
account the three principal Societies in the United Kingdom, viz. : the 
Royal Agricultural Society of England, the Bath and West and Southern 
Counties, and the Royal Lancashire, had decided as a duty to carry on. 
The Board of Agriculture were also paying particular attention to the 
importance of Labour-saving Machinery and the encouragement of everything 
appertaining to the tillage of the soil, and important Conferences on this 
subject will be held at the Show. T he Board of Agriculture will have a 
Bureau on the Show Yard and be directly represented. 

Whilst it was emphasized on the part of those representing the Borough 
that if could hardly be expected that the Society could receive the same 
liberal support as on normal occasions, it was eventually decided that the 
Show should be held as arranged, and that the Borough and County should 
do their best to support the Society’s endeavour.

The Prize List for Trials of Sheep Dogs, on the second atyd third days 
of the Show, was placed on the table and approved. 

PROGRAMME FOR THE BLACKBURN SHOW. 

It was unanimously resolved to invite the Mayor and Mayoress of 
Blackburn to pay an official visit to the Show on the first day. 

The holding of Divine Service in the Show Yard on August 1st was 
unanimously agreed to, and the arrangements left in the hands of the 
Secretary. 

Bee Lectures on each Show Day were also approved. 

It was agreed to give the usual Supper and Entertainment to the 
Herdsmen and Grooms attending the Show.

The 
honour the Council have done me in recommending me for re-election 
to the Presidency for the ensuing year, and their kind reference in 
their report to my interest in agriculture, I appreciate very highly. 
If re-elected, it will give me much pleasure to accept the position. 
The Society is to be warmly congratulated, in view of the difficulty 
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of the circumstances under which the Show was held, upon the 
successful financial result, and upon its being able in consequence 
to give such material assistance to the various objects connected with 
the war. In regard to the decision of the Society not to hold its 
Show in 1916 on account of the visit of the Royal Agricultural 
Society of England to Manchester, no one, I am sure, will dispute 
its soundness. At the same time, it will doubtless be in entire 
accordance with the views of the members that a show and sale 
should be held in the spring of next year for the express purpose 
of assisting the agricultural populations of our gallant Allies who 
have suffered so terribly by the war.

Lord Derby wrote :— 

“ Dear Mr. Bohane,—I thank you for sending me the balance 
sheet of the Blackburn Show. I am glad indeed to see such a 
satisfactory result." 

Major Feilden wrote acknowledging the thanks of the Society for the 
use*of Witton Park. He need hardly say that the success of the Show far 
exceeded his anticipations, and considering the unprecedented time, 
Blackburn might well be congratulated. He paid a compliment to Mr. 
Howard for the great work he had done for the Society, and was glad that 
the Society was recognising his services. 

Letters were also received from Sir Gilbert Greenall, Bart., Mr. Herbert 
L. Storey, Mr. R. C. Parr, Mr. C. E. Linaker, Mr. S. H. Renshaw, Major 
E. Geoffrey Stanley Hornby, D.L., Mr. Rd. Procter, and Mr. W. Heap. 


REPORT AND BALANCE SHEET. 

Mr. Windham Hale proposed the adoption of the Report and Balance 
Sheet, and said he might in the first place congratulate the Society on the 
result of the Show at Blackburn He thought they might be proud to say 
they were the only Agricultural Society in England which had succeeded 
in making a profit, and he was sure they would agree with the Council that 
there was no better way of distributing the money than had been named. 
As they would remember, at the last Annual Meeting they decided to erect 
a Hospital on Moor Park on behalf of our wounded soldiers. Since then 
they had allocated their funds towards the other objects which perhaps 
appealed most to the people of this County, namely : Lord Derby’s Con¬ 
valescent Hospital at Blackpool; the Lancashire Soldiers’ Comforts Fund ; 
the Blackburn Infirmary; Blackburn “ Ellerslie " War Hospital; to the 
Free Buffet at the Preston Railway Station, which was doing a wonderful 
work, giving 700 meals a day; to the Prisoners of War Help Committee ; 
and to the Moor Park Hospital, Preston, which cost the Society over £500. 
He had seen the President of the Hospital that day, and he told him how 
very much they appreciated what had been done, and how grateful were 
the.wounded soldiers for their treatment. 

They were not going to hold their Show in the coming year at Lancaster 
as propbsed. This time last year they hoped that the war would only last 
a year, but it looked as if it would last a full year longer. The Council felt 
it would not be wise that two large Societies should meet in the County 
this year with a certain amount of antagonism to each other. It was felt 
that the County could not afford to support both. By arrangement with 
Lord .Derby, a Conference had taken place at Manchester, where everything 
was satisfactorUy arranged with the Royal, He hoped, the members would 
approve the action of the Council. 
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The balance of £1,200 was handsome. It was chiefly made through 
the care the Council had taken in cutting down expenses where possible. 
He hoped the Members would support the Society as in the past, and hot 
let the decision to withhold the Show be made an excuse for leaving' them. 
He might say that the farmers of Lancashire did not support the Society 
as they might do. 

Mr. W. G. M. Townley seconded the motion, which was carried, 

Mr. Radcliffe asked whether the Show would be held in Lancaster in 
1917. 


Mr. Hale said that if Lancaster gave them the opportunity of holding 
the Show in 1917 they would be pleased to accept the invitation. 


Mr. Wm. Kirby asked as to the system of nominating Members for the 
Council. Did the Council alone know who were the retiring Members.? 

Mr. Windham Hale said that every Member received a copy of the 
Journal of the Society. In that Journal there was a full list indicating who 
retired for each year. The Journal also contained a nomination paper, 
so that any Member of the Society was at perfect liberty to send in a 
nomination for the Council. He was glad of the question, for the Council 
regretted very much that Members of the Society took so little interest in 
the affairs. 

The Secretary read letters of thanks from the Secretaries of the Funds 
to which grants had been made. 


HONORARY LIFE VICE-PRESIDENT MEMBERSHIP 
PRESENTATIONS. 

The Chairman said it was his pleasing duty to present to Mr. R. J. 
Howard and Mr. R. S. Reynolds engraved and framed resolutions of the 
Council conferring upon them the Honorary Vice-President Life Membership 
of the Society. Mr. Howard had for three successive times been Local 
Hon. Secretary on the occasion of the Visits of the Society to Blackburn 
—in 1881, 1898, and 1915. He looked upon it as a stroke of good fortune 
tc be privileged to preside on the occasion of the Society doing honour to 
two of its oldest and worthiest Members. Mr. Howard was the. Agent to 
Major Feilden, who had so kindly placed the Park at Witton at the Society's 
disposal. It was largely owing to Mr. Howard that the Blackburn local 
fund was so good as it was—£1,503—of which £1,310 5s. Od. was handed 
over to the Society as a contribution towards the expenses of the Blackburn 
Show. Considering the times we had been going through, he considered 
the contribution from Blackburn very handsome indeed. He asked Mr. 
Howard’s acceptance of the Life Vice-President Membership. 

The certificates were superbly illuminated, and enclosed in silver frames. 

Mr. Howard, in reply, thanked the Society sincerely for the honour 
conferred upon him, and also for the very kind expressions of appreciation 
of the work he had done for the Society. He could assure them that what 
he had done had not been a task, but a pleasure., His, connection with the 
Society had been a fairly long one, for before he was elected a member of 
the Council in 1874 his father was a member of the Council of .the old Royal 
Lancashire for a good many year§, and he had acted as Steward. One of; 
his earliest recollections was the holding of the Show in Blackburn'on a site 
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which for many years now had been covered with buildings. Of the Council 
of 1874 only two of the members were left. In the early days he made 
many friends on the Council, and among them was Mr. Reynolds, on whom 
they were conferring a like favour with himself. 


In 1881 the Show at Blackburn was not a financial success. Pleuro- 

E neumonia and foot-and-mouth disease broke out, and it was a wet summer, 
ut the weather took up the day before the Show opened. Mills were closed 
for a full day, and all the operatives went to Blackpool. At the Show in 
1898 the mills closed for a half-day, and the Show was boycotted. In 1915 
they had abnormal times. But the weather was good for the Show, the 
ground was in capital condition, they had military displays, and all worked 
$moothly; timber sold well, and the result was a balance, which at one 
time they little dreamed of. Including donations from the Society, a sum 
of over £1,200 was divided among various hospitals ; £50 to Blackburn and 
Bast Lancashire Infirmary, and £50 to " Ellerslie "War Hospital. They had 
rather a disappointing gate on the Saturday, under 24,000 ; whereas at a 
football match the gate is not infrequently 40,000, another illustration of 
the fact that it is a difficult matter to convince people in a manufacturing 
town like Blackburn, where cotton is king, of the vital importance of 
agriculture, but when the war was over they hoped that this importance 
would be recognised by the Government, railway companies, and the people 
generally. 


The Chairman then asked Mr. Reynolds to accept the Honorary Vice- 
President Life Membership. He first became a member of the Society in 
1888, and he was soon afterwards appointed one of its Honorary Veterinary 
Surgeons. During all his period of service he had been a loyal supporter 
and a hard worker. For several years he had occupied the position of 
Chairman of the Show-yard and Prize List Committee, and he still held that 
office. On the grounds of health he had found it necessary to give up the 
post of Honorary Consulting Veterinary Surgeon, which he had held for 
many years. He felt it was a great stroke of fortune for him to have the 
opportunity of acting as the mouthpiece of the Society in asking Mr. 
Reynolds to accept the presentation. 


Mr. Reynolds, in returning thanks, said the presentation made to him 
was very handsome, and he must offer them his obligations for the honour. 
If he was permitted to use any of the energies that remained within him 
for the benefit of the Society, he trusted they would accept it as the best 
assurance of his appreciation of their kindness in making that gift to him. 
(Applause.) 


ELECTION OF PRESIDENT FOR THE ENSUING YEAR. 

Alderman T. B. Tong moved the re-election as President of Mr. R. A. 
Yerburgh, who had paid great attention to his duties for the past year, 
assisted as he had been by Mrs. Yerburgh. Mr. Francis Ellis seconded 
the proposal, which was carried unanimously. 


ELECTION OF AUDITOR, ANALYTICAL CHEMIST, BOTANIST, 
AND CONSULTING VETERINARY SURGEON. 

The re-election of the Auditor (Mr. John Hammill, C.A., St. Helens), 
the Analytical Chemist (Mr. Alfred Smetham, F.C.S., Liverpool), Consulting 
Botanist (Mr. J. Stewart Remington, Grange), and Hon. Consulting Veterinary 
Surgeon (Mr. T. Eaton Jones, F.R.C.V.S.) was unanimously agreed to. 
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ELECTION OF MEMBERS OF COUNCIL. 

The voting papers for the vacancies on the Council were collected, 
there being contests in the Northern and Western Divisions. In the 
Northern Division the result was :—Jno. Blundell, 85; Rd. Hall, 78; 
Gerald Garnett, 76; George Singleton, 63; Ernest Threlfall, 29. The 
first four were elected. Western Division : Jno. Whittaker, 70 ; Jas. M. 
Woods, 64 ; T. Eaton Jones, 60 ; Richard Ainscough, 59; Jno. Almond, 
46 ; A. E. Fair, 33 ; Thos. Wright, 16. The first five were declared elected. 


MOTOR PLOUGHING. 

Mr. Jno. Almond said that the Highland Society, also the Great York¬ 
shire Society in conjunction with the Yorkshire County Council, were each 
holding a demonstration of motor ploughing. Many farmers in South-West 
Lancashire would like the Society to take into consideration the holding of 
a Motor Plough Trial in the district. They had to make the best of their 
opportunities now, and were anxious to see what could be done. 


Mr. Hale said the Council would consider the matter favourably. 


Mr. Radcliffe suggested that the Society should supply the vases for 
the cut flowers in the Horticultural Section. 

Mr. Garnett said there were difficulties in the way of the proposal, 
which, however, he would consider. 

Mr. Francis Ellis proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Fitzherbert-Brockholes 
for presiding. They knew the enormous amount of work he did for the 
Society and Agriculture in general. There was no man in England who did 
more to further the interests of Agriculture —The motion was carried. 


The Chairman said it was always a pleasure to him to do anything he 
could for Agriculture in general and Agriculture in Lancashire in particular. 
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TO THE ANNUAL MEETING, 1915. 


At the close of what has been, for obvious reasons, a twelvemonth of 
considerable anxiety, your Council have gratification in submitting a Report 
which must be deemed highly satisfactory under all circumstances. 

At several critical junctures during the earlier months of the year your 
Council had very carefully to face the question whether it was advisable 
to persevere in the decision to hold a Show. However, no other considera¬ 
tions proved sufficient in their opinion to outweigh the one which was voiced 
by, Members at the last Annual Meeting—the paramount importance in 
such abnormal times of affording to stock-raising and the agricultural arts 
in general that stimulus which a large Exhibition provides in a unique 
degree. 

In this decision your Council were splendidly seconded by the Blackburn 
Local Committee, for whose efforts the Society’s cordial thanks are due, 
and especially for the very handsome contribution of £1,310 5s. 0d., which 
they succeeded in handing over from the Local Fund (after having also paid 
compensation to the Tenant of the Show site). 

At the joint request of the Society and the Local Committee, Mr. R. A- 
Yerburgh, M.P., D.L., consented to accept the Presidency for the year. 
Mr. Yerburgh’s close identification with every movement designed for the 
welfare of Agriculture made this choice a particularly happy one, and the 
able and zealous manner in which he discharged the duties of the position 
during the period of the Show calls for the Society's grateful thanks. 

Both to the Society and the Local Committee it was also a matter for 
congratulation that they were able to have the services as Honorary Local 
Secretary of Mr. R. J. Howard, this being the third occasion on which he 
has held that position in connection with the Society’s Visits to Blackburn. 
To mark their recognition of this unique occurrence, as well as their apprecia¬ 
tion of the many other directions in which Mr. Howard has, over a period 
of upwards of 40 years, rendered valuable service to the Society, your Council 
have unanimously conferred upon him the Honorary Vice-President Life 
Membership. 

The same honour—the high< st the Society has in its power to bestow— 
has also been conferred upon Mr. R. S. Reynolds, M.R.C.V.S., late the 
Society's Honorary Consulting Veterinary Surgeon, in recognition of his 
lengthy tenure of that position, as well as of services on Council and Com¬ 
mittees which it is sincerely hoped may long be continued. 

To Major James Feilden, on whose Witton Estate the Show Yard was 
erected, the Society’s best thanks must be.accorded for his kindness in 
allowing the occupation of the land. It proved itself, as on the occasions 
of previous visits, a most admirable Show Site, with picturesque surroundings 
that set off the various erections to great advantage. 

The thanks of the Society are due to the Blackburn Corporation for 
their kindness in granting a supply of water, together with the necessary 
pipes and fittings laid on to the Show Yard, free of cost, and also laying on 
Gas free of cost. 

In the matter of weather the Exhibition was unusually favoured, and 
the attendance of the public must be regarded as very satisfactory in view 
of the exceptional conditions prevalent. The Gate, Stand, etc., takings 
totalled £3,502 18s. 8d.

The task of drawing up the Prize Schedule^ naturally called for more 
than ordinary care on the part of the Prize List Committee, who kept well 
in view premiating the breeds of Live Stock more particularly associated 
with the County The total prize money awarded in cash and plate was 
£2,171 18s. 7d., and this drew together a very representative entry. 

The Horticultural Pavilion, Village Industries, and other attractive 
features, such as Sheep Dog Trials, &c., were included, and the display of 
Implements, Machinery and Agricultural sundries was excellent. 

The Society’s thanks are due to the following for special contributions 
to the Prize List for the Blackburn Show :—Mr. J. W. Paton, J.P., Children’s 
Prizes in Village Industries Section and Prizes for Wounded Soldiers and 
Sailors, total £12 ; Mr. Frederick Stapleton-Bretherton, D.L., Special Prizes, 
value £10, for Lancashire Farmers' Shire Mares ; Mr. Alfred Smetham, 
F.C.S., £10 10s. towards Prizes for Lancashire Cheese ; also to the Agricultural 
Sub-Committee of the Lancashire County Council for providing cream, &c., 
for the Working Dairy, granting £25 towards its expenses, and (in con¬ 
junction with the Society's Stewards) undertaking the management of the 
competitions. 

Through the initial efforts of Mrs. Harcourt Clare, a County Stall was 
arranged in the Village Industries Section at the Show, with the object of 
providing Comforts for Soldiers and Sailors. As the outcome of the sale 
of articles contributed to this Stall (together with donations made in cash) 
the handsome amount of £154 3s. was realised. This was handed over for 
the purpose named to the Society’s Council, who felt, however, that they 
could not possibly do better than request Mrs. Clare’s kind assistance in the 
utilisation of this money. Under the supervision of a Ladies’ Committee, 
wholesale purchases of wool were made, and this has been worked up by a 
large number of lady helpers into suitable Comforts, comprising (approxi¬ 
mately) to date some 450 Mufflers, 500 pairs of Mittens, and 550 pairs of 
Long Socks. 

Another philanthropic effort put forward with great success in the 
Blackburn Show Yard was on behalf of the Agricultural Relief of Allies 
Fund (initiated by the Royal Agricultural Society of England), which has 
a very influentially supported Branch for Lancashire and Cheshire. A 
number of local ladies, under the supervision of Mrs. Aitken, obtained for 
this Fund, through the sale of Flags on each day within the Show Ground, 
the sum of £127 5s. 3d. 

Mention was made to the Members at the last Annual Meeting of the 
erection by the Society’s Works Department of a Hospital for Wounded 
Soldiers at Moor Park, Preston, and the Council’s decision that the same 
should be placed at the disposal during the War, without charge, of the 
West Lancashire Territorial Voluntary Aid Detachment. An illustrated 
account of the building and its equipment is given in the Annual Journal 
for the present year. 

At a Meeting held shortly before the Blackburn Show, your Council 
decided that it would be very fitting, should any financial surplus accrue 
from the Exhibition, to devote the same to War Charities. It is with much 
gratification that they are now able to announce that, as the result of the 
Show, they are in a position to allocate the following amounts (in addition 
to providing the Moor Park Military Hospital) :— 

The Agricultural Relief of Allies Fund (Lancashire and Cheshire 
Branch)—donation of £100 in addition to the Collections men¬ 
tioned above; Lancashire Soldiers’ Comforts Fund—£60, in 
addition to the County Stall proceeds already referred to ; 
Lord Derby’s Military Convalescent Hospital, Blackpool— 
donation of £100 ; Blackburn Infirmary—£30 4s. 3d., 

to augment the Show-yard Sunday Service Collection to a total 
of £50 ; Blackburn “ Ellerslie ” War Hospital—donation of £50 ; 
Free Buffet for Soldiers and Sailors, Preston Station—donation 
of £16 10s. Od. ; Prisoners of War Help Committee, Preston— 
donation of £15. 
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Losses by death during the year include several whose removal is a 
severe blow to the Society, notably Lady Thursby, Mr. James Kay, and 
Mr. J. J. Hornby, whose services are placed on record in the current volume 
of the Annual Journal. Other names which must be regretfully mentioned 
in this connection are those of Mr. J. Fletcher Morris (a representative 
Member for the Western Division), Mr. Daniel Howsin (until recently a 
representative Member for the Eastern Division), the Earl of Bradford and 
Sir Peter C. Walker, Bart. (Vice-Presidents), Lord Rothschild, Mr. Harold 
Agnew, Mr. Frank Calvert, J.P., Colonel James Carter, and Mr. E. C. Stretch.

To fill vacancies occurring on their body during the past year your 
Council have elected Mr. J. Marcus Rea, Winckley Street, Preston (Northern 
Division), and Mr. George G. Marsh, Mount Pleasant, Speke, near Liverpool 
(Western Division). 

Next year, as Members are aware, the Royal Agricultural Society of 
England’s Show is to be held in Lancashire, viz., at Manchester ; and your 
Council, shortly after the close of the Blackburn Show, had placed before 
them a Report of a Conference, summoned at the instance of Lord Derby 
and the Lord Mayor of Manchester, between Representatives of the County 
Society and of the Royal Agricultural Society of England. 

As the outcome of this Conference the following privileges will be 
extended by the R.A.S.E. to Members of the County Society in view of the 
latter withholding its 1916 Show : — 

(1) The Royal Agricultural Society of England will grant to the 
Royal Lancashire Society a non-transferable badge carrying full 
Members’ privileges for each Member whose subscription has 
been paid in 1915 and 1916. 

(2) In addition, a ticket will be issued (by arrangement between 
the R.A.S.E. and the Local Committee) to each Member of the 
Royal Lancashire Society entitled to the badge as above, 
admitting to the Show Yard at all times, but not to the Grand 
Stand, &c. 

(3) All Members of the Royal Lancashire Society entitled to a 
Member’s badge will be allowed to make entries for the Manchester 
Show at the same fees as Members of the R.A.S.E. 

Your Council have unanimously confirmed the acceptance of these 
terms, and trust that Members will continue during the coming twelve 
months £0 extend to the County Society a full measure of support.

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Samples of Linseed or other Feeding Cakes should be obtained 
by breaking a piece from the middle portion of three of the cakes. 

Superphosphate, or other Manure, in bags, should be sampled 
by taking a handful from every fifth bag, the various portions then 
mixed well on a clean sheet of paper, and about 8 ounces forwarded 
in a clean box. 

When an estimate of the value of any sample submitted for 
analysis is required, it is desirable to state the selling price, together 
with all the conditions of sale. 

For the analysis of water intended for drinking purposes half a 
gallon is required, sent in a perfectly clean bottle. The bottle 
should be rinsed out several times with the water previous to 
filling and sealing. 

In taking a sample of soil, a box about 9 inches square and 18 
inches in depth must be obtained. In a part of the field from which 
the sample is to be taken the soil is dug so that a portion which 
will exactly fill the box is left standing, and by inverting the box 
over it, the soil may be transferred intact. 

These privileges are applicable only when' the Analyses are for 
bona-fide agricultural purposes, and are required by Members of the 
Society for their own use and guidance in respect of farms or lands 
in their own occupation. 

The Analyses are given on the understanding that they are 
required for the individual and sole benefit of the Member applying 
for them, and must not be used for other persons, or for commercial 
purposes.

Tn sending samples of clovers and grass seed, 2 ozs. are required ; and 
these should be very carefully folded up so as to prevent the possibility of 
any seed escaping in transit. 

Samples should be taken by plunging the hand deep into the sack, or 
by a grass or clover seed sampler. 

The Examination of Seedmen's mixtures will not be undertaken by 
the Botanists of the Seed Laboratory. 

Seed specification forms will be supplied to Members gratis, on applica¬ 
tion at the Aynsome Agricultural Station, as well as a Botanical pamphlet 
giving a large amount of valuable information on seeds, methods and systems 

of germination employed in the Seed Laboratory of the Station, &c., &c.
